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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


FEBRUARY 1, 1933 to FEBRUARY 1, 1934 


To The Selectmen and Citizens of the Town of 
Dover-Foxcroft, Maine 


I hereby submit a report of public health nursing 
given to your town for the period February 1, 1933 to 


February 1, 1934: 

May I state in the beginning that had it not been for 
the loyal support and encouragement of everyone, I 
should not have been able to accomplish the large 
amount of work that has been done during the past 
year? I wish to extend my thanks to all who have 
helped in this important program. 

Again as last year, it was impossible to keep the 
work down so that it might be covered by the amount 
of money raised. This has been the most unusual 
year in the history of the nursing service, the demands 
for service have been greater and are steadily increas- 
ing. Many extra hours service have been given to the 
town this year. 

At the end of the school year June 19338, all the 
pupils of the grades and rural schools had received the 
regular physical examination of heart, lungs, teeth and 
throat which is done by the school physician; notices 
were sent to parents of those defects. Supplementary 
examination of vision, hearing, weight, etc. was done 
by the nurse. 

At the beginning of the school year 1933-34 it 
seemed the wise procedure to visit all the schools and 
check up each and every child for evidences of infec- 
tious skin disease. This was done and very many 
cases of impetigo and a few of scabies were cleared up 
immediately. A few cases have cropped up from time 
to time but have been taken care of so that now our 
schools are practically free from infectious skin dis- 
eases in epidemic form. 

Later in the fall a request came from State officials, 
requesting a check-up of all children who showed signs 
of under or mal-nutrition. This does not sound. like 
much of a task, but it meant weighing and measuring 
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all the children, comparing weights and gains with last 
year and the year before, checking of home situations 
and recommendations for milk in the schools. The re- 
sult of this check-up which took several days is as fol- 
lows: f

-Shortly after this task was completed came a re- 
quest that we co-operate with the U. S. Government 
in determining the nutrition of all children including 
infants, preschools and school children. With this re- 
quest came one that all children who were in the least 
suspected of being undeimourished be examined in 
clinics to be organized by a member of the State Medi- 
cal Society and appointed by the State. 

Since the school physician Dr. C. N. Stanhope hap- 
pened to be the physician appointed to attend these 
clinics, and he had not made the annual physical ex- 
aminations, it was decided to combine the nutritional 
examinations of the school children with the regular 
annual examinations and this was done with the fol- 
lowing results:

Some of the pupils in the rural schools were ab- 
sent on account of the extreme cold and therefore were 
not examined; these will be examined as soon as pos- 
sible. Vision and hearing tests will also be given by 
the nurse as scon as possibie. 

The infant and preschool examinations for nutrition 
will take place as soon as the necessary preliminary 
work to be done is completed. Miss Maxine Sanford, 
R. N. of this town has been appointed to help in the 
county nutrition program and is now working outside 
the town along this line.

Another important phaze of the work, perhaps the 
most important is the regular clinic which is held four 
times during the summer for infants and preschool 
children. This is held with Miss Ricker of the M. B. S. 
S. and takes place in April, June, September and No- 
vember. The officials of the Congregational Church 
have been very kind in letting us use the Chapel and 
the janitor had conscientiously seen to it that the ba- 
bies and little children will not suffer with the cold dur- 
ing their disrobement for examination. These are the 
statistics for clinic service—infant and preschool:

During the summer months through the kindness of 
Dr. McDougal and Mrs. Maxim, we were able to oper- 
ate on nine children for tonsils and adenoids. Many 
others had operations during the summer. 

Aside from the foregoing, home visits were made as 
follows: 

106 families were visited 
250 patients had service in the home 
360 visits were made in the home 

While bedside nursing is not a part of a county 
nurse’s work, it was possible by taking hours off duty, 
holidays and Sundays to make 56 visits for bedside 
care of which 8 were for maternity. Several] entire 
nights were spent. 

Three emergency patients were taken to Bangor at 
night. Many arrangements have been made for glasses 
and treatment. Numberless telephone calls have been 
answered and a great many office patients received 
which have not been included elsewhere in this report. 
There is stil! much to be done, but one can feel that 
something is being done. While the first aim of public 
health nursing is to prevent disease, having corrections 
made before it is too late, there is a certain amount 
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of remedial work and assistance which must be given. 
Records must be kept accurate and up-to-date and this 
is no small job. 

Special mention must be made of the splendid co- 
operation of the Town Club. Appreciation is express- 
ed for the Maternity Kits which have been provided 
and which have proved so useful. Also, I wish to ex- 
press our appreciation of the bundles of dressings 
which have been donated from time to time. These 
have certainly proven a boon to families where there 
was need of such. 

Again in closing may I thank everyone, including 
the selectmen, the doctors, dentists and oculists, the 
clubs and other organizations, the private citizens, the 
parents and all who have helped out so wonderfully 
during this hard year?

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


I herewith submit my second annual report of your 
schools for 1933-34. 


To The School Committee and Citizens of Dover- 
Foxcroft: 


TEACHERS 


The following is the list of teachers employed in Do- 
ver-Foxcroft for the year 1933-34. Also record of 
training, experience, salaries, pupil load, and average 
attendance. 

Mrs. Leona Richards, Sub-primary teacher at 
Pleasant Street resigned her position at the close of the 
school year. Mrs.Richards was a successful teacher, 
and well-liked by her pupils and associates. 

Miss Marion Trimble of Calais, a graduate of the 
Lesley Normal School and with one and one-half years 
experience, was elected to fill the position vacated by 
Mrs. Richards. 

During the latter part of the Fall term, Miss Eliza- 
beth Farrington, Pleasant Street third grade teacher, 
tendered her resignation to the School Committee. 
Miss Farrington was a cooperative and conscientious 
teacher. 

Miss Geneva Campbell of this town and a graduate 
of Farmington Normal School was hired to complete 
the year as teacher at the Pleasant Street third grade. 

Several changes in the curricula of our schools have 
been made during the past year. At both the Pleasant 
and North Street buildings, departmental work was in- 
troduced in the upper grades in Geography, Music and 
Writing and in the lower grades, in Music and Writing. 
Also.at North Street, additional work in drawing has 
been introduced. After a semester’s work we feel that 
the results obtained warrant the continuance of this 
type of program. Teachers attended schools during 
the past summer preparing themselves to carry. out 
the work under this new program. 

The Zaner-Bloser Method of Writing was introduced 
beginning the Fall term and the results already obtain- 
ed show decided improvements. This method is a com- 
bination of the muscular and finger movement. Legibil- 
ity through the study of shape, size, slant and space is 
the first aim of the course. Speed is developed after 
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proper formation has been obtained. 

On March 16. 1933 the Superintending School Com-— 
mittee voted to increase the length of the school day in. 
town one half.,hour to become effective at once. 

Fourteen teachers from the Elementary department: 
attended Normal School sessions during the past sum-. 
mer. Each took special courses which would best pre- 
pare them for the work they were to pursue during 
the present school year.

The County Teachers’ Convention was held in Guil- 
ford on Oct. 11 and I am pleased to report 100% at- 
tendance for this School Union. Practically all teach- 
ers attended the State Convention at Lewiston on Oct. — 
25-26. I believe the City should be complimented on 
the fine convention which was put on and the hospital- 
ity shown to all in attendance. 


BOOKS AND SUPPLIES 

After paying for lights, water, janitor supplies, ete.. 
from the supply account it leaves about $700 which is: 
less than one dollar per pupil enrolled. DuetoC. W. A. 
work it has been necessary to transfer $1,037.47 from: 
the Common School account to-the Supplies account. 

New sets of supplementary books in reading have: 
been bought for use in the first four grades. Also one: 
set of books for Grades 4, 5, and 6. New Geographies 
have been botight for Grade 4. Due to several sets of” 
English books being in the process of publication, a new : 
set has not been bought for our schools as planned’ 
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last year. In order to bring the books up to a satisfac- 
tory standard of condition, $350 has been transferred 
from the Common School account to the Book account. 


REPAIRS 

Repairs, as last year, have been under the super- 
vision of your School Committee and in charge of Mr. 
Henry Pearl. I can only second what I said of your 
School Committee members and Mr. Pear] last year. 
That they are always on the job and all angles of the 
work are looked after and handled in an economica! 
and efficient manner. 

The major Repairs made during the past summer 
are as follows: North street;.the second grade room 
and hallways were redecorated. Shades were bought 
for grades 2 and 4 rooms. 

Pleasant Street building was painted outside and 
both side piazza roofs re-ironed. The Sub-primary 
room was redecorated and shades bought for same. 
‘The hallway of the Sub-primary room was also redecor- 
ated. The balance of the repair fund was used to re- 
surface, shellac, and varnish the desk tops throughout 
the village buildings. This gives every pupil an idea! 
desk surface for writing. 

In November, the Selectmen very graciously offered 
‘the School Department part of the allotment of men 
‘and materials due this town through the Civil Works 
Administration plan of help for those on the welfare 
jists, veterans, and unemployed. Two projects were 
‘submitted to and approved by John A. MacDonough, 
State Civil Works Administrator. 

The first project to be started was the School Grad- 
ing and Sewer. Work began the last of November and 
was recessed on February 15, to be completed through 
a supplementarv project which has already been sub- 
mitted to Mr. Mac Donough for his approval. The 
project has emploved twenty-seven men for full time 
and nine trucks for thirty days besides allowing an ex- 
penditure of $300 for materials. The work completed 
at the present time is as follows: school yards through- 
out the town have been graveled all areas being cover- 
ed that heretofore have been very muddv during the 
fall and spring of each vear. A sewer will have been 
constructed when the project is completed from North 
Street to the North Street school building which will 
take care of all water from the building and grounds. 
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A manhole also placed to take care of the excess water: 
during the spring at the intersection of the _ school. 
grounds.and North Street.’ Two manholes and three 
catch basins have been built along the sewer. 

The second project submitted was that of Interior 
Decorating. During the three-week Christmas recess, 
area equal to twenty-two class rooms was redecorated. 
This project employed seventeen men and the C. W. A. 
administrator allowed $400 toward materials used. 

The East Dover school building was redecorated 
throughout and all rooms, hallways, book cupboards in 
town schools not redecorated during the last four years 
have been finished. This places the interior of all 
buildings in fine condition. They are a source of pride 
to pupils, teachers and all connected with the school. 

To carry out these projects it was necessary for the 
town to contribute funds for material in excess of the 
amounts allowed through the C. W. A. There has al- 
_ ready been paid, through the Supplies account, $472.95, 
and there will be approximately $325 expended to 
complete the project. 


THE ACADEMY 


The change of program at the Academy, having five 
seventy minute periods per day, instead of the seven 
forty-five minute periods in the past to my mind is a: 
very progressive step on the part of your Joint Board,,. 
Principal] and Faculty. The benefits derived by the stu-- 
dents through the acquirements of better study habits: 
and methods of research are unquestionably important: 
in ie education and training in future study and! 
work. 


SPECIAL TEACHERS 

The work of school nurse being carried on by your 
County Nurse, Mrs. Louise Nichols, has been looked af- 
ter very carefully. Extra work in checking the chil- 
dren’s health was requested by the State Department 
of Health. All this work has been completed by Mrs.. 
Nichols and Dr. Stanhope. 

Dr. Stanhope, school physician, has completed his ex-- 
amination of children throughout the schools. Your: 
school physician and district nurse have cooperated in: 
every way with the school department and each year, 
records of the health of the school pupils show decided’ 
gains. Hot lunches have been furnished during part of’ 
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the winter, milk is now being furnished through the 
C. W. A. to about 150 children. 

Miss Barbara Miller is continuing her fine record as 
Supervisor of Music in your schools. A cantata for 
graduation last June received much praise and Miss 
Miller is to be complimented on her fine work. Miss 
Miller will have charge of this year’s graduation with 
the aid of the Grammar and Rural teachers. 


: THE COMING YEAR 

The School Department has completed its municipal 
year and maintained the schools for thirty-six weeks. 
In a few cases conveyance costs were cut at the be- 
ginning of the Fall term. It was also, the judgment of 
the Superintending School Committee, that conditions 
warranted another reduction in teachers’ wages and 
maximum salaries were established as follows: prin- 
cipals, $22.75 per week; other teachers, $22.00. 

There is one need in our school system at the present 
time. That need is an extra teacher at the Pleasant 
street school to take care of the extra load in Grades 
4 and 5B, and Grades 5A and 6._ It is the only way 
that the children at Pleasant Street can be given the 
same advantages and personal attention that those are 
receiving at North Street. We now have the room, ail 
necessary equipment, and the School Committee anc 
Superintendent believe that with the same appropria- 
tion as last vear, this change could be made which 
would be a decided advantage to the pupils attending 
Pleasant Street school. 

Your Superintending School Committee has made a 
written report to the town Budzet Committee giving 
a full account of resources and expenditures for the 
year 1933-34 with their stated intentions and amounts 
necessary for 1934-35. 

The Budget Committee gave reasonable considera- 
tion to the School Department and its work last year. 
T believe that the same consideration will be siven this 
year. We are all interested in the bovs and girls of 
our town whether we have children attending schoo! 
or not. We cannot fail to do our part toward the educa- 
tion of our vouth. I feel that the people of Dover- 
Foxcroft are. in every way. alert to this resnonsibility. 

I have worked for your Superintendine School Com- 
mittee for the vast vear and a half and it has been most 
enjoyable. I have found each member very co-opera- | 
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tive, fully informed on all school matters, and ready to 
go to any school building at all times to look after re- 
pairs and other necessary work. It is the duty of 
school boards to inform themselves regarding the costs 
and operating of the schools. Your School Board has 
faithfully fulfilled this duty. 

I wish to thank the members of my Superintending 
School Committee, Board of Selectmen, parents and 
other citizens, teachers, and the boys and girls for 
their continued co-operation during my second year’s 
work in their schools.

REPORT OF MUSIC SUPERVISOR 


To Perry F. Shibles, Superintendent of Schools: 
I herewith submit my third annual report as Super- 


visor of Music of the public schools of Dover-Foxcroft 
and Director of Music at Foxcroft Academy for the 
school year 1933-1934. 


The specific aim of school music is: “To develop ap- 
preciation and love of beauty through contact with, 
and the endeavor to create and re-create, the beautiful 
in music.” 


Since singing is the common experience of every 
child, we strive to give him in his first year a t school 
a repertoire of songs taught by rote. This first approach 
is gradually developed until each year he has a broader 
understanding of the fundamentals of music. Rote 
Singing branches out into tone memory work, sylla- 
ble reading, book reading in unison, two, three and even 
four part music. Time problems are slowly introduced 
until difficult music is within the scope of every pupil. 
Special attention is given to the child who enters 
school with no background of music knowledge. 


From a passive listening attitude we try to develop 
through records the abilitv to listen to music intelli. 


gently. Through the medium of known songs, new 
instruments and rhythms are pointed out until each 
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one is able to distinguish all symphony orchestra in- 
struments and to understand the construction of dif- 
ficult compositions. 


The love of instrumental music as well as vocal is en- 
couraged. Children are urged to study instruments 
outside as well as in school. For two years. violin 
classes were carried on in the schools free of charge. 
This year the desire seems to be for wind instruments 
and a class in brasses will soon be started. 

Interest in a voice class, which was organized in Oc- 
tober, seems to be growing. This class gives to the 
pupil the fundamentals of voice training which are 
beneficial not only vocally but physically and socially as 
well. 


A glee club for grammar school boys seems to be 
thriving under the able leadership of one of the eighth 
grade students. This club, newly organized in October, 
gave its first public performance at the E. M. Smith 
Music Club operetta in December. 

It is hoped that a grade school orchestra may be or- 
ganized soon. There are many talented children in the 
schools who should be having instrumental training 
while they are young. With free instruction at their 
disposal, it seems tragic that more pupils are not avaii- 
ing themselves of the opportunity to study instru- 
ments. ; 

The E. M. Smith Music Club sponsored an operetta, 
“Santa Claus’? on December 14, 1933 at Central Hall. 
If you were able to attend this performance, you, too, 
must realize that there is much talent in Dover-Fox- 
croft. The proceeds of this operetta are to purchase 
a portable victrola for school and club use. 


The rural school work is carried on as nearly as pos- 
sible in line with that of the town schools. 


The work at Foxcroft Academy has grown tre- 
mendously. This year two choruses were organized in- 
stead of one. There are about fifty-five members in each 
chorus. There is an orchestra of twelve, a band of fif- 
teen, a girls’ glee club of thirty and a boys’ glee club 
of eighteen. Each organization participated in a 
Christmas assembly at the Academy and now the music 
department as a whole is working toward a Minstrel 
Show to be given at Central Hall March 16, 1934. A 
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chorus conducting class is a new organization and in 
this class ten girls are learning the art of conducting 
group singing. 

The music department is always glad to assist in 
school and town activities. 


Let me express to the superintendent, principal and 
teachers my appreciation of their co-operation.

With a limited amount of money, it appeared that 
some of the necessary repairs must be omitted. 
Through the energy ot the Building Committee addi- 
tional funds were made available which resulted in 
much needed improvements in three of the classrooms. 
The generous gift of two hundred fifty auditorium 
seats by the Foxcroft Academy Alumni Association 
makes it possible to adequately seat the student body 
in assembly for the first time in recent years. 

In addition to these improvements in the building, 
the above committee succeeded in partially grading 
the grounds and providing a parking area. This work 
should be completed. 


A Longer School Period 

The school day has been operated on a plan which 
is more in accord with best educational practice. In 
place of the usual division of the day into seven periods 
of forty minutes each, there are now five periods of 
seventy minutes each. This longer period makes it 
possible for each instructor to adopt a laboratory type 
of procedure in his classes. The results have been 
satisfactory with decided gains in some classes. 


Meeting the Depression 

In order to operate the school with a lessened in- 
come, the following phases of our school program were 
discontinued this year: Manual Arts, Home Economics, 
Physical Education. It was necessary to make addi- 
tional salary cuts amounting to approximately ten per 
cent. 

The faculty has realized the seriousness of the re- 
sulting situation and has done its best to meet it. The 
school authorities face a most difficult task in try- 
ing to meet a greater need with greatly reduced finan- 
cial support. Those responsible for the administration 
of Foxcroft Academy need the active support of all 
persons interested in having the school meet the 
needs of our boys and girls as adequately as they have 
been met in the past. 

I wish to take this opportunity to express my appre- 
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ciation to the Board of Trustees of Foxcroft Academy, 
to the parents and to the many friends of Foxcroft 
Academy who have helped the faculty carry on suc- 
cessfully in these very trying times.

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Report of Public Health Nurse 


TO: Board of: <n fe oe and Citizens of Dover- 
Foxcroft, Maine. 


We hereby submit a report of Public Health Nurs- 
ing Service given to your town for the period February 
1, 1984 to February 1, 1935: 

Your fine co-operation and financial support have 
made it possible to accomplish a vast amount of work 
during the.past twelve months. If all items of ac- 
complishment were to be incorporated in this report, 
there would not be space enough to accommodate them. 
Therefore, an effort will be made to show only a few of 
the special features of the large program given your 
town. 

While the prime objective of our organization is 
health education for all, it has been necessary to supple- 
ment many other phases of public health work. 
Among these are bedside care, demonstrative and palli- 
ative, social welfare, inspections, hospitalization, and 
others. 

Since July 1, 1934— the beginning of our fiscal year 
and taking the last seven months of the town year— 
we have already given service to over one hundred fam- 
ilies in Dover-Foxcroft. In these families there have 
been from one to four patients and in many instances 
more than one visit has been given. This is exclusive 
of school and clinic work. The visits have been made 
lareely in the home or at the office and have included 
patients of all types such as preschool children, chil- 
dren of school age not in the school, prenatal patients, 
tuberculosis and general adult types, and visits have 
been made for bedside. instructive or investigative pur- 
poses, arrangements for hospital care or accompany- 
ing patients to hospitals and other institutions. 

During the summer in order to save a patient’s 
life, he was taken to the office. It was a severe acci- 
dent case, arteries and veins being cut. The patient 
was given first aid after anaesthesia was administered 
and later taken to a hospital where he remained many 
weeks. Assistance has been given doctors in other 
anaesthesias and minor sureverv. 

One patient was taken to the Eastern Maine Gen- 
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eral hospital three times and many others ee to 
institutions and clinics outside the county after ar- 
rangements had been. made for their admission. The 
American Legion Child Welfare Committee was gen- 
erous in paying for three corrections on children of 
Veterans. 

That there is still tuberculosis among us cannot be 
denied. During the year several patients have been 
admitted to sanatoria. Some have returned and are go- 
ing back periodically for treatment. If we consider 
what authorities tell us in regard to the proportional 
number of undiagnosed cases of tuberculosis, contacts, 
etc. in relation to number of positively diagnosed cases, 
then we still have a great deal to do in this line. 

Last spring under the auspices of the Forty and 
Eight of the American Legion as a part of their Na- 
tional Program, it was possible to hold a clinic at the 
office and Dr. Stanhope immunized twenty-five children 
permanently against diphtheria. We hope to continue 
this project the coming year. 

Also during the warmer months, the regular in- 
fant and preschool clinics held jointly with Miss Rick- 
er of the Maine Baby Saving Society were held. The 
large attendance, which is growing vear by year, is 
evidence of the interest of mothers in the welfare of 
their babies. An innovation was made this year in the 
form of a Summer-Round-Up under the auspices of 
the Dover-Foxcroft Parent Teachers’ Association held 
with us at the regular June Clinic. All children enter- 
ing school for the first time in the fall of 1934 were es- 
pecially invited to attend this Round-Up and twenty 
children attending fell into this category. The physi- 
cal examinations and dental check-ups were made Dr. 
Merrill, Dr. Brown, Dr. Robbins and Dr. Whittredge, 
who gave their services. In a fall check-up of these 
children it was found that several had accepted the 
doctors’ advice and had corrections made before the 
children entered school. 

While our service as offered to Dover-Foxcroft at 
the present time does not. afford a full time school pro- 
gram, the nurse has helped in this work as much as 
time and allotment of service will permit. 

The old “ghosts” of communicable skin disease 
such as pediculosis (lice), scabies (itch) and impetigo 
(apple sores) seem to have vanished or at least re-

ceded into the background this year, leaving the field 
open to more dangerous invaders such as whooping 
cough, chickenpox, measles and scarlet fever. In this 
invasion of the county as well as other sections of the 
state, Dover-Foxcroft certainly was not left out and 
has suffered as much if not more than any town in the 
county. | rites | | | 
Parents cannot be urged too strongly to isolate . 
children who have symptoms of a “cold.” When we 
consider that most of the so-called Children’s Diseases 
begin with symptoms of colds, we can readily appre- 
ciate that strict isolation of the child is the road to pre- 
vention of epidemic. Anyone with a cold receives no 
personal benefit by being in a public place and he is a 
menace to others. The combined efforts: of school 
officials, public health authorities, doctors and nurses 
cannot offset the negligence of parents in the control of 
communicable disease. | 

A child excluded from school should remain in 
isolation until such time as he is no longer suspicious 
of communicable disease. These diseases oft-times 
leave in their wake a long line of permanent disabilities 
such as impaired eyesight, defective hearing, heart and 
kidney complications and sometimes orthopedic difficul- 
ties. 

Due to extra time needed to cope with epidemics 
throughout the county as well as in town, the regular 
routine of school inspection has been delayed. FEiarly 
in the fall the U. S. Government requested a check-up 
of malnutrition cases found at last winter’s survey as 
well as correction of defects on needy children and this 
has been done. A marked improvement in the nutri- 
tional standards of the children was noted. This may 
be due in part to the fact that a large supply of extra 
milk and cod-liver oil was given to the children after the 
survey. Approximatelv 200 nints of cod-liver oil were 
given to Dover-Foxcroft children. The supply is new 
exhainsted. In checking the correction of defects, it 
was found that there is still a large number of defects 
uncorrected, mostlv in families that cannot afford the 
cost of such corrections and thus is shown the need of 
corrective and renarative clinics in the town, esnecially 
renarative dental work. It is hoped that a vlan for 
this can be worked out by some local agency this com- 
ing year. De Ri Nh 
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The school physician has already made examina- 
tions of the school children at North St. and the nurse 
has supplemented this examination in three grades by 
hearing and vision tests and weight check-up. Practi- 
cally all the children weighed show the required gain in 
weight and of the children who have had complete ex- 
amination approximately 50% are without symptoms 
of defects that might develop into permanent disabili- 
ties or retard mental progress. This is a good aver- 
age, in comparison to previous years. Much stress has 
been put on dental hygiene and the children have done 
well in the matter of cleaning the teeth. 

The nurse has helped in other ways as much as 
possible upon request. The calls for material aid have 
been referred to other agencies. Medical-social prob- 
lems have been handled in co-operation with other 
agencies and rather a large number have been taken 
_ care of. 

It has indeed been a full year. When we consid- 
er that there is more than enough work in the town 
alone for one nurse to handle, it is quite remarkable 
that so much has been accomplished. The value of a 
public health nursing service has been properly demon- 
strated as being a necessity and that health education 
is as important if not more so, than any other phase of 
education—the prevention of disease, teaching of care 
in the home, hvgiene and the many other things that 
educational. It has been further demonstrated that 
health education is a sound investment for any town, 
bringing in return to the community better health, 
more hapviness and certainly more useful citizenry 
through the years. 

We wish to thank the peovle of Dover-Foxcroft, 
the school authorities, town officials, fraternal orders 
and clubs, Christmas Seal Sale Committees, doctors, 
dentists and even lawvers—in fact evervone for their 
niles interest and hearty support in our efforts for your

Last year the School Committee recommended 


transferring the Pleasant Street Sixth Grade Pupils to 
the Home Economics room in the Grammar School 
building, thereby doing away with two grades in a room 
at Pleasant Street. This recommendation has been 
carried out and the Sixth Grade have now, a very pleas- 
ant and well arranged room. At the same time, it has 
been a decided advantage to Grades 4 and 5 at Pleasant 
Street. 

At the beginning of the school year in September, 
several transfers of teachers were made. Mrs. Effie D. 
Bolton was transferred from Grades 4 and 5 at Pleasant 
Street, to Grade 6 Grammar School; Mrs. Ava Goff to 
Grade 5 Pleasant Street; Miss Alice Austin from Bear 
Hill to Grade 4, Pleasant Street; Miss B. Thelma Nichols 
from South Dover to Grade 3 Pleasant Street. New 
teachers for 1934-35 include: Miss Gertrude Calkins of 
Calais, a graduate of Machias Normal School with six 
years experience, was elected to Grade 1 Pleasant 
Street. Miss Calkins is also doing work in drawing in 
the first six grades at Pleasant Street and Grammar 
School. Miss Florence Cosman, graduate from Machias 
Normal School with six years experience, was elected 
teacher at South Dover. Miss Marion Doore, who as- 
sisted Miss Nichols at South Dover the latter part of 
last year, was re-elected this year. Miss Louise Camp- 
bell, of this town, a graduate of Aroostook Norma! 
school, with two years experience, was élected teacher 
at Bear Hill. All of our new teachers came to us with 
‘the verv best of recommendations. 

A field worker of the State Department has made 
‘the statement that the work in our schools is of a very 
high standard. Although our new teachers have work- 
ed very conscientiously, I feel that it is a real problem 
‘for new teachers to make adjustments to a new system, 
‘and that our new teachers, in some instances, are 
finding it difficult to maintain the grade of work which 
has been carried on in our schools. 
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At the beginning of the winter term, due to the 
added costs of conveyance, it was voted to open the 
Norton Hill school. Miss Marion Doore, assistant 
teacher at South Dover was transferred to this school. 

The departmental type of work instituted last year 
in the Pleasant and North Street school has been 
maintained. The plan for the most.part is working out 
very satisfactory. 

None of our teachers attended Summer School last 
year. It is probable that many are planning on a six 
weeks course this summer. Practically all teachers 
attended the County and State Teachers’ Conventions 
at Brownville Junction and Portland. 


Books and Supplies 

New English books for Grades 3 to 8 inclusive, 
have been introduced. The Daily Life Language Series 
by Lyman, Johnson & McGregor, authors for Ginn & 
Co. was adopted after making a careful study of several 
series of English books recently published. The Sixth 
Grade Histories, covering our old world background, 
were also changed. A text written for 6th Grade level 
has been difficult to find. With this idea in mind 2 
text-book having a simple vocabulary and so-written 
that it could easily be comprehended by the average 
6th Grade pupil was chosen. Teachers report that pupils 
are doing very satisfactory work in the text adopted. 
New Geographies for Grade 4 were introduced in ail 
schools, Many of the books being used by the children 
were in very poor condition. Last summer, through an 
ERA project, books were completely gone over. All 
those unsuitable for use were discarded. Any book 
that could be made usable was repaired. By this meth- 
od most books were in good condition at the beginning: 
of the school year. 

Our Supply Bill again has been unusually large due 
to the added cost of ERA work, which it was thought 
economical to do, when the cost of labor was furnished 
by the Federal Government. Approximately $400.00 
has been spent from the Supply account for this pur- 


pose. 

The total cost of Electricity, Telephone and Water 
Service was $550.96. This leaves $1,174.32 of this 
year’s account for actual School Supplies, or approxi- 
mately $1.50 per pupil, which is low when compared 
with the expenditures in other towns. All standard 
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supplies have advanced from 10 to 35 per cent over 
prices of a year ago. To meet this added cost and other 
uses of funds from the supply account $575.00 has been 
transferred from the Common School Fund. 


Repairs 


The repairs have been directed by our School 
Committee and all labor has been under the supervision 
of Mr. Pearl. No one can say but what the work has 
been well carried out and economically done. All re- 
pairs for the year have been carried on in conjunction 
with ERA Projects. Major repairs for the year are as 
follows: North Street: Building painted outside; sewer 
and grading projects completed and front yard seeded; 
also posts erected for fence; all radiators were clean- 
ed and painted; shelves have been placed in rooms; 
suitable playground equipment has been erected on ali 
sections of the playground. 

Pleasant Street and Grammar Building: A ten- 
nis court and croquet ground has been constructed and 
all necessary grading completed; playground equip- 
ment has been erected for all grades; Home Economics 
room was made into a 6th grade room, materials and 
furniture coming from material already available from 
the buildings. This room was redecorated and all fur- 
niture refinished. 


East Dover: The building was painted outside; the 
chemical tanks, which were never satisfactory, were 
becoming a source of trouble with the need of new 
tanks being installed and were done away with. A 
well was drilled on the school grounds, an electric pump 
purchased, and fiush toilets installed. A 425 foot 
sewer was laid to the river. The committee arranged 
with the East Dover Grange Trustees for use of water, 
wherebv the Grange paid 14 the cost of drilling the well 
up to 150 feet. The depth of well is 223 feet. Mr. A. 
G. Betts drilled the last 73 feet without cost to the 
town, which was a most generous gift. A good supply 
of water is available and is very much appreciated by 
all. Playground equipment has also been erected on 
the grounds. 


Bear Hill, South Dover, Norton Hill, Macomber 
and Brockway buildings have all been painted outside _ 
and playground equipment erected on all grounds ex- 
cept Norton Hill. Brockway has been painted inside 
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and all desks refinished. The south roof has been 
shingled also. I question whether your buildings as a 
whole have ever been in as good condition as they are 
at the present time. Now that they are in good con- 
dition it is economical to keep them so. 


The Academy 

A very progressive program is being carried out 
at the Academy with the 70 minute period instituted 
last year. Students are having an opportunity for re- 
search work and under guidance, study habits are be- 
ing formed, which should equip the graduates for fu- 
ture study and work. I believe the new courses in 
Freshman and Sophomore Speech Training and the 
General Bookkeeping Course, introduced this year have 
been very favorably received by the students. Prin- 
cipal Stone has a well balanced program and a very 
capable faculty to carry it out. 


Special Teachers 

Mrs. Louise Nichols, District Nurse and Dr. C. N. 
Stanhope, School Physician have certainly given more: 
service to our schools during the past year than they 
have been paid for. With Whooping cough, measles, 
and chicken-pox prevalent their services have been re- 
quired almost daily during the past ten weeks. Many 
of our boys and girls have lost a great many days. In 
many cases children will have to repeat their grades. 
It is unfortunate that communicable diseases cannot be 
checked. Parents should be more cautious and co- 
operate to meet the requirements of our State laws re- 
garding these diseases. 

At the beginning of this winter term Miss Barbara 
Miller, Music Supervisor, tendered her resignation to 
the School Committee. Miss Miller’s work for the past. 
three years has been very outstanding. .Graduatiom 
and musical functions put on by her have received" 
many tributes. It was with regret that the School’ 
Committee accepted her resignation and the loss of’ 
her services is deeply felt by all. To fill Miss Miller’s. 
position the committee was most fortunate in securing - 
the services of Miss Gertrude Gately, a graduate of | 
Lowell Teachers’ College, Degree of Music. Miss Gate-. 
ly comes to us very highly recommended and is earry-- 
ing out the work in both, the Academy and pacnien eye 
schools very satisfactorily. 
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The Coming Year 


Another Municipal Year of 36 weeks ended Febru- 
ary 22. The school department is pleased that the 
Common School account shows a substantial balance. 
All schools have been well furnished with books and 
supplies. No additional expense has been incurred 
that was not necessary. The maximum wage of $22.75 
for principals and 22.00 for’ other teachers has been 
maintained. 

The great need at the present time in our school 
system is some method of closer supervision of our 
boys and girls regarding communicable diseases. It is 
impossible to prevent all cases, but it does seem as 
though, under adequate supervision, the spread of these 
diseases could be kept from the Epidemic state, and 
prevent the serious interruption of our school work, 
such as has occurred this winter. Many children have 
been absent 14, to 14 the time school has been main- 
tained since September 11, due to sickness. Isn’t it 
possible through the several departments of the town 
that the services of a full time nurse and welfare 
worker would be an economical investment for the 
people of Dover-Foxcroft? J am sure that the school 
committee would be pleased to co-operate if a plan of 
this kind was thought feasible. 

Your Committee, as last year, has submitted to 
your Town Budget Committee a complete financial 
record of the standing of your school accounts, togeth- 
er with an explanation of the expenditures. Also, the 
plans which they contemplate for the coming year and 
the amount of funds necessary to maintain the schoois 
for the next municipal year. They have exercised the 
best of judgment, having given freelv of their time that 
your school money should be spent efficiently and 
economically. Your school board and Superintendent 
are always ready to discuss any school problem which 
you wish to bring before them, and _ constructive 
criticism from interested citizens is appreciated. 

I appreciate the cooperation of my School Com- 
mittee, the Board of Selectmen, Parents and Citizens, 
Teachers, Boys and Girls. I thank all for your interest 
in your schools during the past year.

THE BUILDING 


Only necessary repairs to the building have been 
made. The addition of six folding tables constructed 
under the ERA for use in assembly room for library 
and study purposes had added measurably to the utility 
of this room. In a short time ten new typewriting 
tables similarly constructed will bring the equipment 
of the commercial department to a better standard. 

The time cannot be wisely delayed much longer 
when the building must undergo extensive improve- 
ment to meet the needs of the school. 
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The school Program 


For the second year the school program has been 
conducted on the longer school period and longer school 
day. The advantages of this reorganization have be- 
come more pronounced. It enables the faculty to bet- 
ter adapt the curriculum to the needs and aptitudes of 
individual students; it makes possible better provision 
for study and the use,of boks in the school library ; 
labratory periods for the science classes and commer- 
cial classes are more easily arranged and with greater 
eocnomy of time; and as a result there is evidence of 
improved mastery on the part of the students. 


New courses have been added as follows : 

General Business Training has been offered as an 
elective to Junior and Senior Students in the English 
Curriculum. 


The history courses are being reorganized in the 
English Curriculum as follows: 2nd. year World His- 
tory, 3rd. year American History; 4th. year American 
Problems. This year the World History was intro- 
duced. In three years the full change will be accom- 


plished. 


Speech training is offered to the sopohomore and 
freshman classes for a period of six weeks. 


While the present reorganization of our school has 
done much to increase efficiency yet another step re- 
mains to be taken. This step calls for a careful re- 
vision of the school curriculum. Our curriculum js 
built to serve the needs of a specialized type of intelli- 
gence: the type that can read, speak, and write. It has 
been amply demonstrated that the ability of many stu- 
‘dents lies in other directions. To improve the older 
‘type of curriculum content and to add such new ma- 
‘terials and courses as a careful survey of our local 
‘needs and resources will justify would seem to be the 
:aim of such revision. 


In conclusion, I wish to take this opportunity to ex- 
“press my appreciation to all who have made possible 
‘the successful operation of Foxcroft Academy for the 
“year just passed and especially to the members of the 
Joint Committee, the Board of Trustees; Superinten- 
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dent of Schools, and parents of pupils.

To Perry F. Shibles, Superintendent of Schools: 

I herewith submit my fourth annual report as 
Music Supervisor of the public schools of Dover-Fox- 
croft and Music Director of Foxcroft Academy for the 
school year 1934-1935. 

John Galsworthy, in his Candelabra says: “Beauty 
alone, in the largest sense of the word has civilized 
mankind and if our civilization is to endure, it must 
have an ideal on which to fix its gaze—something to 
draw it on beyond the troubled needs of the moment. 
In these unsuperstitious days no ideal seems possible 
save beauty: and the teaching of what beauty is to all, 
through the fine arts, music, literature and painting, 
to children even in the humblest schools, should be our 
castle in Spain.” 

We start toward this ideal in the child’s- frst t year 
of school by teaching him to use his voice properly. 
This is accomplished through the mediums of rote 
songs and tone drills. Special attention is given to the 
child who has not vet found his cache voice or who 
is pitch latent. Daily drill has accomplished amazing 
results from the board as presented and each year a 
new new problem is introduced until the student has 
learned to read unison, two, three and four part music 
with little difficulty. Tn each grade tone quality, which 
is developed! through prover breathing and voice place- 
ment, is stressed. The Christmas assemblies in each 
school showed vast improvement in this line. 

In the upper grades memorizing a group of well: 
known songs such as “Auld Lang Syne” and “Love’s 
Old Sweet Song”’ has been a required part of the music 
program. 

Appreciation of music through rhythm drill, 
rhythm bands and the use of records is teaching the 
child to listen intelligently to music. 

Since departmental work in the town schools has 
been in effect, amazing results in the music department 
have been possible. It is' hoped that this work may 
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continue. 

The extra-curricular activities have met with 
great enthusiasm this year. The E. M. Smith Music 
Club holds a regular monthly meeting with a fine pro- 
gram given by the students. Music pins are presented 
by the club to all new members. The Grammar School 
Voice Classes are doing splendid work. A group of new 
students are learning the rudiments of vocal technique, 
while last year’s class is developing not only unusual 
tone quality, but proper phrasing and) interpretation. 

The Grammar School Glee Club has been one of 
the most interesting and enjoyable features of the 
work. The enthusiasm of these students can only 
compare with their exceptional ability. As an organiz- 
ation they planned and served at the Chapel in Novem- 
ber, a supper, the proceeds of which went toward op- 
eretta books. The operetta, Yanki San, which has been 
started, parts chosen and music well under way. was 
to have been presented during National Music Week. 
It is sincerely hoped that this may be carried on. 

The schools have furnished music for most of the 
Parent-Teacher meetings and the children feel honor- 
ed if they are chosen to sing or play there. 

Last year the eighth grade'graduation play was 
coached by the music supervisor and in this play 
several of the more talented students were featured. 

The rural school work is carried on as nearly as 
possible in the manner of that in the town schools. 
New books were again put into these schools and the 
children are enjoying them thoroughly. A notebook 
project is being worked out in ¢onjunction with the 
new books by locating on mans the country from which 
each folk song comes. East Dover students have been 
most interested in rhvthm band work this year. In 
fact, some of the older students have written scores for 
rhythm band records. At Christmas, Brockway school 
presented an operetta which was very well received. 

At Foxcroft Academy the three credit courses 
were organized as usual with a chorus of 110, band of 12 
and orchestra of 18. The orchestra has played several 
times for town affairs. The Girls’ Glee Club, the mem- 
bership of which has greatly increased this vear, fol- 
lowed out its annual custom of singing Christmas 
earols to shut-ins. Members of the Girls’ Conducting 
Class have taken over several chorus periods and have 
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handled this large group exceptionally well. Last 
spring the Academy band attended the Eastern Maine 
State Music Festival at Belfast, marching in the parade 
and playing with the massed bands. The inspiration 
derived from that trip has carried over noticeably. An- 
other phase of this work, Castine Music Camp, lends 
instruction and inspiration. One student attended last 
year and with the help of one of the town clubs along 
with the music department it is hoped that part ex- 
penses of several students may be paid this year. A 
trio and a clarinet quartet are two new Academy 
groups. Small group work is most interesting and 
beneficial to students. The music department made 
plans for a Cabaret to be presented in March and they 
hope to continue this work. 

May I say here that my work in Dover-Foxcroft 
has always been most pleasant and that 1 shall always 
be interested in the progress of the music department. 
Let me express my sincere appreciation to the suver- 
intendent, principals, teachers and parents for their 
very splendid co-operation and interest.

CANNING CENTER 


The canning center this year was located in the 
Hughes building on Mechanic Street under the super- 
vision of Mrs. Marjorie Gray, Supervisor, and Herman 
Larrabee, Assistant. 

The arrangements in this place were very much 
better than the year before and the output of the 
center was more than double that of 1934. The total 
number of cans for the season was approximately 
33,000. For the expense of fitting up and moving the 
center, the town received about 1,500 cans and the town 
has been allotted about 1000 cans from the surplus. 

If the center is conducted another season, there will 
be a very small expense for the town for operating as 
the room was left ready for use another season.

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Report of Public Health Nurse 


FEBRUARY 1, 1985—FEBRUARY 1, 1936 

To Board of Selectmen and Citizens of the Town of 
Dover-Foxcroft, Maine. 

Since headquarters are within the town, telephone, 
office and street visits have been innumerable, it has 
not been possible to keep a full account of each and 
every service rendered and a record of only the im- 
portant or permanent cases has been attempted. 


To make a brief and concise report of such ac- 
tivities as have taken place within the past year is al- 
most an impossibility. 


While the prime objective of our service is 
HEALTH EDUCATION and PREVENTION OF DIS- 
EASE working toward maximum body, mind and moral 
efficiency i.e HEALTH ASSURANCE through cor- 
relation of instruction in health habit formation and 
disease prevention, and activities of all sorts involving 
problems of medical and social nature, it has been 
necessary to supplement our prime object with adapt- 
able and practical solutions such as emergency relief 
by demonstration in bedside care, securing hospitaliza- 
tion and material aid. The efforts have not been con- 
fined to any one group or age. 


Since the basis of a disease prevention program 
seems to lie with children of school age and because at 
this age they are more amenable to teaching, it is pos- 
sible that more emphasis has been put on the child al- 
though work among adults and parents in the teaching 
of hygiene, care of the sick and the necessity of cor- 
rections has been a good part of the program. 


The demands for medical-social welfare have in- 
creased but resources for obtaining aid in these cases 
seem to be on the decrease. However, the response 
to specific requests has been generously met in town by 
the Percolator Club, the Welfare Committee of the 
Town Club, Eastern Maine General Hospital and state 
institutions, dentists, doctors and oculists. 
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Statistics are dry and uninteresting and in no 
wise do they measure time, effort or result but the fol- 
lowing figures will show some of the work covered in 
the last year:

SCHOOL NURSING 


Although the county nurse is not designated as a 
“school nurse” as her specific duty, class-room inspec- 
tions have been given as requested, home visits to 
school children made, school children received at the of- 
fice for treatment, etc. Since it had been some time 
since school children had received a complete physical 
examination, it seemed wise that 1935 should be a year 
for this purpose. Therefore early in the spring this 
was done and at the end of the school year the follow- 
ing statistics were available: 

Schools visited were North Street, Pleasant Street, 
Brockway, Macomber’s Corner, Bear Hill, South Dover 
and East Dover.

The Audiometer Test was given Sn 200 Academy 
students. At the first examination 58 failed this test 
and were. given a second trial. At the final analysis 
only three could be called hard of hearing.. 


During the 1934-1935 school year, much school 
time was lost on account of various types of contagious 
disease. Therefore one might here stress the need of 
cooperation of parents in isolating children in the 
family who are suffering with such a disease and pro- 
tect others by keeping them indoors when excluded 
from school on account of communicable disease of any 
sort. 


Many follow-up visits have been made to homes 
in behalf of correction of defects found at school ex- 
amination. As soon as school opened in the fall all 
schools were visited and class-room inspection made for 
evidence of skin disease which might be communicable 
to others. While we still find a few cases, the number 
is much less than a few years ago. At this time all 
medicine closets and first aid kits were inspected and 
replenished as necessary. All pupils at North Street 
school have been recently weighed. 


The large number of dental defects among 
school children proves the need of some sort of dental 
clinic work. 


INFANT & PRESCHOOL CLINICS 


Two of these clinics were held with Miss Ricker at 
the Chapel the use of which was kindly given by the 
Community Church. Due to lack of funds it was neces- 
sary to curtail the number of clinics: However, the at- 
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tendance was very good there being 49 in all, 11 infants 
and 28 preschools. Sixteen of these children presented 
no evidence of defects. Dr. E. D. Merrill kindly con- 
sented to act as clinician. The parent was interviewed 
if necessary and instruction given in regard to care. 
Literature suitable to age of child was distributed.

Last winter at the close of the municipal year, our 
school attendance was badly broken up, due to com- 
municable children’s diseases. ‘These carried on, to 
practically the close of the school year in June. As a 
result, the level of accomplishment, by grades, was 
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low. During the summer vacation the physical con- 
dition of the boys and girls improved wonderfully. 
At the opening of school in September, they were ready 
for work. At first considerable review work was neces- 
sary, and the report from teachers was that they were 
making slow progress. But the latter part of the fall 
term, there was a very noticeable improvement, which 
has continued up to the present. Attendance, for the 
most part, has been excellent. We have a few fam- 
ilies, who, apparently, feel that there is no obligation 
on their part, to see to it, that their children attend 
school regularly, and allowed to continue, it is not long 
before the child entertains the same attitude. In 
some cases road conditions have made it impossible for 
children to attend regularly. 


Two transfers and one new teacher were the only 
changes in our teaching staff for the year 1935-36. 
Miss Louise Campbell, teacher at Bear Hill, was trans- 
ferred to South Dover, and Miss E. Evelyn Bowley of 
Milo, with 8 years experience, a graduate of Gorham 
Normal School, with summer work at the University 
of Maine Summer School, was elected teacher at Bear 
Hill. Miss Bowley came to us with the best of recom- 
mendations and her work in the school maintains 
them. 


Last spring Mrs. Aldine Farrar resigned her posi- 
tion in the Sub-Primary School at East Dover, which 
she had so efficiently filled for the past several years. 
Miss Velma Burgess was elected to fill the vacancy for 
the year 1935-36, the Macomber school where she had 
previously taught, being closed. 

Teachers attending summer school in 1935 were: 
Miss Dorothy Greenlaw, Bates College; Miss Marion 
Doore, Farmington Normal School; Miss E. Evelyn 
Bowley, University of Maine. The State Teachers’ 
Convention at Bangor and the County Convention in 
Greenville were well attended by teachers throughout 
the school system. 

Last fall two courses in Education were offered 
to the teachers of the union. With two exceptions, 
all took advantage of this opportunity. The courses, 
“Modern Methods in Teaching”, and “Tests and 
Measurements and their Interpretations”, were given 
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in the Grammar School building for 15 weeks at about 
one third the expense of attending summer school. 
Each course entitled teachers to two hours credit 
toward college work. The Instructors were Prof. 
Ernest Jackman and Dr. J. C. Crawford, of the Facul- 
ty of the University of Maine, College of Education. 
In conjunction with the course in Measurements a 
complete testing program was carried out in the 
schools. The objective in putting on the Testing pro- 
gram was for the following information: 1. To find 
out how the accomplishment of pupils, by grades, com- 
pared in our schools, with those of other school systems 
throughout the United States, where a similar program 
had been carried out. 2. To ascertain, in which sub- 
jects there was need of improvement in our method of 
instruction and use of materials. 3. To develop a 
systematic type of remedial work, giving attention to 
individual instruction. 4. To ascertain weaknesses in 
the system of teaching and the program arrangement, 
in order that we may reduce the need for remedial 
teaching. 

Our teachers did a fine piece of work, and our boys 
and girls, in practically every grade, ranked above that 
of the country average. Teachers were highly com- 
plimented by both instructors. They expressed, that 
it aad been one of the finest groups they had worked 
with. 


BOOKS AND SUPPLIES 


The introduction of the following books has been 
made: New Geographies “Neighborhood Stories” by 
Atwood & Thomas for grade 3; “History of Maine” by 
Glen W. Starkey for grade 8; Dictionaries for grades 
6 and 8A Grammar building; four sets of supplemen- 
tary readers for grades Sub, 1, 2, 3; four sets of Li- 
brary books, together with many separate copies. Re- 
placement costs of books has been large this year and 
will continue to be for the year 1936-37. It will be 
necessary to make re-placements or new introductions 
of arithmetics, geographies, and histories in many of 
the grades next year. We are asking for $200 addi- 
tional in this account. This is about $1.40 per pupil, 
which is below the state average.

Mrs. Dorothy Howse is at present working in the 
office on a W.P.A. project, cataloging books and will 
continue until about May Ist. It is believed that by 
that time a complete record of books will have been 
taken, and from then on the distribution of all books 
will be handled by a card system, so that the office will 
know the number and condition of all books, in all 
school rooms. 

All necessary supplies have been furnished. It 
is the desire of your Superintendent and School Com- 
mittee Members, to furnish your schools with a liber- 
al amount of supplies. We believe that the greatest 
efficiency of your teaching force can be realized only 
when they have had ample supplies to work with. This 
we feel has been done. In all instances, we feel that 
the teachers have shown results, which warrant the 
expenditures. 


REPAIRS 

Mr. Pearl, as in past years, has had general super- 
vision of repairs. Only one C.W.A. Project has been 
carried on this year, that being the dismantling of 
the Foxcroft Center school building. The Committee 
found that more could be realized from sale of ma- 
terials, than from the building. $151.35 has been re- 
ceived for lumber, clapboards, windows, and brick, be- 
sides approximately $75 worth of materials used to re- 
pair school buildings in town and at East Dover. There 
are un-sold windows and weights and several hundred 
brick. 

Major repairs for the year are as follows: 

NORTH STREET: Repaired two roofs and built a 
new piazza; equipped five rooms with double roller 
shades. 

GRAMMAR: Put new coating of asphalt on roof 
and lengthened the chimney. 


EAST DOVER: Bought steam heating plant of 
Sangerville Masonic Order and installed in building at 
a cost of $352.55. 

PLEASANT STREET: Double roller shades were 


bought for four rooms. 
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The total cost of shades for North Street and 
Pleasant Street buildings was $186.86. New steam 
valves have been installed in many of the radiators at 
a cost of $72.00. The buildings are in excellent con- 
dition. Your School Committee have a program for the 
future, whereby they may be kept so, at a reasonable 
expense. } 


THE ACADEMY 


The longer period at the Academy is giving a 
much broader program for students. A vast amount 
of individual work is being done. The instruction is 
of a practical type, such as is being carried on in the 
more advanced schools of our country. Prin. Stone and 
his faculty, are making a real study of the students and 
their school problems. It would be an interesting day 
for any citizen of our town to visit the Main room of 
the Academy, which has been turned into a Library 
laboratory. You will find many carefully supervised 
groups, working on many different problems. The 
several departments are fast developing home-room 
libraries, which make a great deal of material outside 
of their textbooks, available to the students in their 
courses. 


SPECIAL TEACHERS 


Reports of your District Nurse, Mrs. Louise 
Nichols, and School Physician, Dr. C. N. Stanhope, will 
be found in your report. During the epidemic of dis- 
eases, last spring and the Infantile Paralysis scare last 
fall, they spent a great deal of time in our schools. It 
is difficult to state in dollars and cents the value of a 
School Physician and School Nurse. Many corrections 
are made through their examinations, which might not 
be called to the attention of parents until serious com- 
plications had developed. 


Miss Gertrude Gately, Music teacher in our school 
system, is doing a very commendable piece of work 
with our boys and girls. A Grammar school Orchestra 
and Violin class have been started this year. It does 
seem now, with the Boys’ Band, organized by Mr. 
Crockett, and the additional interest in instrumental 
music in our schools, that a very capable Grammar 
School Orchestra is in the making. I urge parents to 
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give a little more thought to education of their children 
in music, having them learn to play some instrument. 


THE COMING YEAR 


The School Department, through the splendid co- 
operation of all interested in the schools, has been able 
to complete the present municipal year, with substan- 
tial balances, in all departments. It was stated by the 
School Committee, to last year’s Budget Committee, 
that if conditions warranted it, they would return to 
the teachers, at the opening of schools in September, 
5% of the salary reduction since 1931. It was possible 
to do this. The maximum weekly wages are: Prin- 
cipals $23.89; other teachers in town $23.10; Rural $21. 

Again, as in years past, your School Committee 
has made a complete financial report to your Budget 
Committee, showing to that committee, that lower re- 
ductions in school appropriations would not, in the 
minds of the committee, be advisable, for the best in- 
terests of education in Dover-Foxcroft. The School 
Committee and Superintendent are always ready to 
discuss school matters and do not want any citizen to 
feel that they haven’t any part or interest in our 
schools. Whether you have children or not you are in- 
terested in Dover-Foxcroft, and its future depends 
upon the quality of schools maintained. 

To my Teachers, to members of my School Board 
and the Selectmen, to the Parents and their boys and 
girls, and to the Citizens of Dover-Foxcroft, I thank 
you for your splendid cooperation in the past. I solicit 
it in the future.

To Superintendent Perry F. Shibles: 


Herewith is submitted the report of the School 
Physician for the current year. 

At the time of opening school last Fall there were 
eases of infantile Paralysis in nearby towns. Since 
this disease is ushered in with minor symptoms it was 
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deemed best to be over rather than under cautious. 
For that reason all children showing any evidence of 
“colds” or digestive upset were excluded from school 
for observation. Within this district no cases develop- 
ed. The State Dept. of Health was called in a few in- 
stances and concurred fully in this manner of handling 
the situation. As might be expected your physician 
was besieged with phone and office calls without num- 
ber but the results compensated for the great in- 
crease of extra work. 


Routine examinations show that teeth still give us 
the greatest number of defects. It is gratifying to see 
the number of corrections that have been made and to 
note the expected improvement in scholastic standing. 
Gain in weight and vigor has followed removal of de- 
fective teeth and tonsils. Much still remains to be done 
in this work. 


As usual, Mrs. Nichols has given freely of her time 
and effort in observation of suspects and in examina- 
tions. The large number of corrective measures would 
not have been carried out without her assistance. I 
hope sincerely you may continue to have her in your 
schools. 


The number of school hours lost this year from sick- 
ness has been very smal]. There has been no epidemic 
of any serious disease. Scabies (the itch) still appears 
from time to time and will continue to do so until 
proper attention in treatment and care is given. It can 
be completely wiped out. 

Eternal vigilance is the price to be paid for a freedom 
from communicable diseases. Prevention of sickness is 
a busy job for teachers and parents but, as compared 
to caring for a sick child, it is nothing. Teachers and 
parents alike have been most helpful in the task and I 
am sure you may expect this watchfulness to continue. 
Utopia has not been reached however. In due course of 
time there will be more measles, mumps, whooping 
cough, chicken pox, scarlet fever etc., just how many 
cases being directly proportional to carelessness in 
letting down the bars of regulations.

Music Supervisor in the public schools of Dover-Fox- 
croft for the year 1935-36. 


Last spring the Grammar School Glee Club pre- 
sented an operetta “Yanki San” as part of the school 
exhibition given in May. This year the Glee Club in 
conjunction with the Grammar School orchestra plans 
to present a concert during exhibition week. 


Two new extra-curricular activities have been 
started this year. The Grammar School orchestra and 
a violin class composed of pupils from the third 
through the eighth grade. The Boys’ Band which was 
organized by interested citizens of the town with the 
personal help of George Crockett has helped fill out 
certain sections of the school orchestra tremendously. 
The Brass wind and Wood wind sections are much 
stronger than the string sections. The violin class will 
help to strengthen the string section. 

The Music department of Foxcroft Academy is 
planning a Musical to be presented early in March. 
The Girls’ Glee Club gave a program of Christmas 
music at the December meeting of the Parent-Teach- 
er Association. The Academy orchestra has played 
several times for Town functions, the school plays and 
Commencement. — 

We have tried in our regular school work this year 
to combine somewhat Music and Art. The child has 
expressed the mood or story of a certain piece of music 
in drawing. The idea has been carried out a little 
further by the seventh grade in the booklets they are 
making outside of school. They select a piece of music 
which appeals to them and find a picture and a poem 
which expresses to them the same story. 

May I express my appreciation for the co-opera- 
tion of the Superintendent, Principals, Teachers and 
Parents.

To the Joint Committee of Foxcroft Academy: 
I hereby submit my seventh annual report. 


THE FACULTY

Miss Culley was the only member of the faculty who 
attended summer sessions last year, her work being 
done at Harvard. During the past year there have 
been no changes in the faculty. Your faculty, as has 
been previously noted, is well qualified by training and 
experience. It has carried on the work of the school 
in an efficient and conscientious manner. 


THE BUILDING : 
During the past year, the building has been painted 
on the exterior; exits at the rear of the building, which 
make it more serviceable to the school as well as pro- 
viding an element of safety which has been much need- 
ed have been built. The school office has been re- 
modeled in the interests of better service; and library 
shelves installed in Room 8 to make adequate provision 
for the Social Studies library and in Room 2 for the 
Science library. The Laboratory in Room 2 has been 
equipped with gas thus filling a need which has long 
existed. The grounds about the building have been 
further improved by grading and the completion of a 
road around the building. I feel that much has been 
done under the supervision of the Building Committee 
in spite of limited funds to make the building more 
serviceable to the school.

The student body is made up of 232 residents of 
Dover-Foxcroft and 20 students from Sebec and Atkin- 
son. This shows a slight increase over the enrollment 
for last year. Our student body on the whole, is doing 
a good grade of work and co-operates well with the 
faculty. Young people of high school age are faced 
with many perplexing problems. Foxcroft Academy is 
the community agency in Dover-Foxcroft to aid these 
young people to a better solution of these problems. 


SCHOOL PROGRAM 


In brief, our school program is built around three 
curricula: College Preparatory, Commercial, and Eng- 
lish or General. 


The College Curriculum fits students of average 
mental ability or better, possessing good character 
and habits of work, for admission to most colleges. Its 
content is determined by college admission require- 
ments. 


The Commercial Curriculum gives the foundation 
for work of a general commercial nature including the 
work in handling accounts and secretarial work. This 
curriculum serves the needs of those who expect to do 
office work. 


While the work required in the above anes is 
quite highly specialized in the last. two years, the Eng- 
lish Curriculum offers opportunitiés for those students; 
and these constitute a majority; who do not wish the 
Specialization required for entrance to an academic 
college or for secretarial and office work. Recent 
changes in our school program have been sought to en- 
rich and make as practical as possible the offerings for 
these students. This year changes have been author- 
ized by the Joint Committee for a second year of 
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Mathematics and a course in Current History. Both of 
these courses are proving their value in offering add- 
ed opportunities to students. As a part of the work in 
Mathematics, an introduction to work in mechanical 
drawing is being given. This work is proving both 
valuable and interesting to many students. 

The course in Current History is particularly valu- 
able in these times when people are confused as to the 
ideals and purposes as well as the successes of democ- 
racy as a form of government. It is fair to assume 
that the American schools should teach the principles 
of Americanism. Most observers agree that America 
suffers more from the weakness of ideals within rather 
than attacks of forces from without. On the whole, 
students are responding very well to this type of study '” 
and are beginning to recognize the problems facing the 
American nation today. 

The Faculty and The Joint Committee seek to be 
alert to the problems of the school and to change and — 
adapt the work of the school as well as the conditions 
imposed upon them permit. 


CONCLUSION . 

In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation to . 
the many friends of the school and especially to the 
Building Committee, Joint Committee, and Superin- 
tendent of Schools, who have helped in the successful 
operation of Foxcroft Academy during the year just 
passed. Such co-operation makes it a pleasure to work 
in this community.

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REPORT OF MAYO MEMORIAL HOSPITAL 
TRUSTEES 


The Trustees of the Mayo Memorial Hospital present 
herewith a brief report of the equipping, opening and 
progress of the Hospital since the property came into 
the possession of the town. 

At the special town meeting in September, when the 
property was accepted by the town, Mr. C. A. Runnals 
and Mrs. Sara M. Glidden were elected as Trustees on 
the part of the town and H. R. Williams was appointed 
to represent the Board of Selectmen. 


The most important question that confronted the 
Trustees was the selection of a Superintendent for the 
Hospital. By patient waiting we have every reason to 
believe we were very fortunate in securing for this 
important position, Miss Dorothea M. Rice, R. N. 

Miss Rice is the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Seldon 
D. Rice of Guilford, well known residents of this 
county, and was graduated from the Massachusetts 
Memorial hospital Oct. 11, 1919. For a year following 
she did private duty in and around Boston, then for a 
year was head nurse on the obstetrical floor of the 
Lynn hospital, following which she was superintendent 
of the Obstetrical department of the Brockton hospital 
for 17 months, and Assistant Superintendent of nurses 
in the same hospital for two years. 


After having taken a post graduate course in the 
Boston Lying-in hospital Miss Rice returned to the 
Massachusetts Memorial hospital where for seven 
months she acted as head nurse on the obstetrical floor, 
and then as Assistant Superintendent of nurses. After 
10 months of service there illness necessitated lighter 
work, with the result that Miss Rice resigned from that 
position and spent two years as Assistant Superintend- 
ent of the Florence Crittenden home and hospital in 
Brighton. 

In December, 1930, she assumed the position of Ob- 
stetrical supervisor at the Maine General hospital, 


Portland and in 1935 took a six weeks course at Sim- 
mons College, Boston. 
The next in importance was the selection and pur-

chase of the equipment for the Hospital and Miss Rice 
cooperated with the Trustees in a most helpful way in 
the selection of such an outfit as would give us a well 
equipped hospital at an expense not very much exceed- 
ing the means available. We have not furnished the 
waiting room and sun parlor. The nurses’ rooms have 
only the bare necessities. We have not purchased the 
rubber hall runners necessary to protect the floors and 
make them safe. Nor have we any typewriter and 
Safe, the latter being a very necessary part of the 
equipment of a hospital. 


It is not necessary in this report to go into details 
of the equipment as at the opening on January 25, 
1936, about five hundred people visited the hospital 
during the afternoon and evening and know better than 
we can tell here that the institution is one of which our 
town can be justly proud. 


The donations on this afternoon and evening, too 
numerous and extensive to detail in this report, were 
simply wonderful and showed the splendid interest that 
the townspeople have in the hospital. There were 
many donations also from people outside the town 
and for all those and other gifts received since the 
opening, the Superintendent and Trustees wish to ex- 
press their sincere appreciation. 

Again the Trustees feel that they were exceptionally 
fortunate in securing for a cook for the hospital, Mrs. 
Kthel Sawyer. Mrs. Sawyer is too well known in this 
and other towns to need any words of commendation 
in this report. Her work thus far has proven con- 
clusively the wisdom of our choice. We are pleased to 
report that all connected with the hospital since it was 
opened, have cooperated in every way possible to make 
it successful. 

The work done by the various women’s organiza- 
tions and clubs of the town has been of great assist- 
ance and value to the Hospital in equipping and pre- 
paring materials for use after the opening for business. 
One or two groups are still going each week to carry 
on this work. 


It is too soon as yet to determine very definitely the 
income from the Hospital as compared with the ex- 
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pense but very careful accounts for the month of 
February show something more than a hundred dollars 
more earnings than expense. 

At the present time there are patients to nearly the 
full capacity and there is every indication that the 
Superintendent, nurses and all concerned are work- 
ing’ for the best interests of these patients and the © 
suceess of the Hospital.

In making comparisons between last year and this it should be noted 
that money was appropriated for items \not appearing in, the above in an 
aggregate amount of $6,300.00, making the total for last year $97,052.00. 

The valuation last year, as used in making the assessment, was 
$2,793,079. Deducting from that amount $70,000.00 estimated to have been 
lost through fires and from other causes, and not making any allowance for 
a possible increase from any source (which, of course, may happen) gives 
us a valuation of $2,723,079 for the present year. A tax assessed upon that 
valuation at a rate of .044 should produce in revenue $119,815.48. Adding 
to this the income from 1100 polls at $8.00, or 3,300.00, makes a total of 


$123,115.48.

We would call attention to the fact that any increase in ap- 
propriations over the amount which we have recommended, if in an amount 
which will not be covered by the overlay, will necessarily mean an increase 
in the rate over .044. We do not feel that it is for us to say at what rate 
the tax should be kept, but we do feel that it is proper for us to recom- 
mend that every possible effort be made by all municipal officers charged 
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with the expenditure of money to keep within appropriations. We regard 
it as more important to keep our expenditures within our available resources 
than to try to keep our tax rate at any arbitrary figure. It is no advantage 
to the tax payers to keep the tax rate down unless the expenditures can be 
kept within the limits of the money produced by that rate.

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REPORT OF NURSING SERVICE 


February 1, 1936 to February 1, 1937 
TO BOARD OF SELECTMEN AND CITIZENS OF 
DOVER-FOXCROFT: 


Our aim is to teach nealth protection and preven- 
tion of disease and to give assistance with all com- 
munity problems. 

During September and October the nurse com- 
pleted her inspection at East Dover, Macomber’s Cor- 
ner, Brockway, South Dover, Norton Hill and Bear Hill 
schools, and assisted the school physician in his physi- 
cal examination. The pupils at North Street school 
were also completed except for hearing which is to be 
done with the audiometer which has been loaned by 
the Maine Public Health Association for February.

170 corrections since last examination were re- 
ported, throats 86, teeth 44, vision 37 and ears 3. No- 
tices of defects were sent to parent or guardian with 
advice that the child be taken to the family doctor. 
Glasses have been secured for six school children. 

The outstanding health project for the year was 
the case-finding program in Tuberculosis. Where writ- 
ten request was filed by parents or guardian the Von 
Pirquet test was given and all children reacting were 
provided with an X-ray. Only one child was recom- 
mended to have sanatorium treatment. We are indebt- 
ed to Dr. Cromwell of Fairfield Sanatorium for examin-

ing children and Miss Gay their field nurse for doing 
tests and taking X-rays, also the Nurses’ Guild who 
helped with the cost of X-rays. 

Special classroom inspections were given by the 
school physician and nurse at Pleasant Street school 
for mumps and at North Street and Bear Hill for symp- 
ens of communicable skin disease; a few were exclud- 
ed, 

Assistance was given in arranging the P.T.A. Sum- 
mer Round-Up and at the Infant pre-school clinic held 
in connection with ‘‘Hospital Day.” 

Tuberculin was secured and tests given to five fam- 
ilies. Two applications were filed for the sanatorium. 
Two patients were accompanied to Fairfield, one for an 
X-ray who was later admitted as a patient. One pa- 
tient was taken to a physician in Milo. Assistance has 
been given at operations and anaesthesia given by 
nurse. Many home visits of investigation, instructive, 
and social service nature, as well as to give bedside care, 
to meet an emergency, have been made. 

Office and telephone calls, conferences with doctors, 
superintendent of schools, selectmen and State social 
worker have been many. All calls have been answered 
and taken care of or turned over to the proper authori- 
ties to care for. 

In July a pre-school clinic was held at the Chapel, 
the use of which was kindly given by the Community 
Church. This was well attended and much interest 
shown. Dr. E. D. Merrill who so kindly gives his ser- 
vices, was the examining physician. 

In August a new health worker, Miss Lucy Clark, 
(who will work with the mothers and pre-school chil- 
dren) was added to the county workers under the aus- 
pices of the Bureau of Health, thus making it possible 
for your Nurse to give more service to school children 
and Tuberculosis patients. 

We express our appreciation and wish to thank the 
town for its financial support of the county health 
work.

SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS REPORT FOR 
DOVER-FOXCROFT TOWN REPORT 


The school year of 1936 ending last June was most 
satisfactory. There were very few absences due to 
sickness. The progress and grade of work in our schools 
was excellent. The present year, because of the epi- 
demic of mumps, has been somewhat broken. It is ques- 
tionable, many times, just how to handle an epidemic in © 
our schools. Your physician, health officer and school 
officials were advised from the State Bureau of Health 
as to the method to use in the control of mumps in 
town. 

Ranking is one angle of the school work which has 
always been a problem to the teacher, the parents, and 
without doubt most disturbing to the child concerned. 
The child who fails to grade feels that he is a failure, 
which is not true. The point is, that he has not 
achieved the standard set for a passing grade. The 
reason in seventy-five per cent of the cases for children 
not meeting grade standards is not mental inability, but 
rather wrong grade placement, due in most cases, to 
children entering school before they are ready for 
school work. With the cooperation of parents and 
guardians, the necessity of repeating grades would be

ers, parents, and pupils, at the same time a saving in. 
dollars and cents would be realized by the town. 

An article has been placed in the town warrant 
which reads as follows: “To see if the town wil] vote to 
authorize the School Committee to discontinue the op- 
eration of the Brockway and Macomber schools.” Cer- 
tain parents of this section have asked if a plan to 
convey children to the grade schools in town could not 
be worked out. It is possible to buy a bus and convey 
. the pupils of these two schools to town which would 
not increase the grades to any extent. At present we 
are conveying seventeen to twenty children from the: 
North Street to Pleasant Street school. A program has. 
been presented to the Budget Committee, showing costs: 
of maintaining the two schools and the cost of convey-- 
ing with bus. By this plan, one teacher would be moved. 
to the North Street school and the room now used as. 
dining-room would be converted into an extra classroom,. 
which would take care of the over load existing at the. 
present time, thereby doing away with the conveyance: 
across town. The State will pay $500 toward the cost. 
of the bus and the saving estimated at $600 per year,, 
applied toward the balance would pay for the bus at the. 
end of two years. — i 

Due to new families moving into the Macomber see- 
tion, your School Committee found it advisable to re- 
open the Macomber school, which will increase the 
school expense to June, $644. Miss Frances Webber, a: 
graduate of the three-year normal course at Presque.

At the beginning of the school year Miss Dorothy- 
Packard, second grade teacher at North Street, asked 
the School Committee for a leave of absence for the 
school year because of ill health.

During the fall term Mrs. Mildred Pratt was taken 
ill with pneumonia. Mrs. Elinor Tripp is substituting in.

‘work, both in the school room and in outside activities. 

All your teachers with the exception of two, at- 
tended the State convention in Lewiston, and all at- 
tended the County convention held at Sangerville. The 
fine spirit of cooperation of past years has been main- 
‘tained by your teachers. 

Miss Gertrude Gately, music teacher in our sys- 
tem, put on a very excellent cantata for grammar school 
graduation last June. It was recognized by all as a very 
fine piece of work by teacher and graduates. Miss 
‘Villa E. Hayden, Field Agent for Rural Education from 
‘the State Department, whose special phase of school 
“work is music, visited our schools during the fall term. 
‘She spoke in highest terms of the work being done in 
the Music Department. Miss Hayden also visited the 
‘Boys’ Band and complimented the American Legion for 
its interest in education. She was much impressed with 
‘the progress made by the members of the band. 

Dr. C. N. Stanhope, school physician for the past 
“sixteen years having received an appointment by the 
‘State Bureau of Health as Health Officer of District No. 
‘2, resigned from his position. Dr. Stanhope is to be 
‘congratulated on his period of service, in which he gave 
freely of his time and medical advice. Dr. Ruth B. 
Thomas was elected to the vacancy and is carrying on 
the work in a very satisfactory manner to all concerned. 

Mrs. Louise Nichols, County Health nurse for the 
past several years, a position which she very ably filled, 
resigned to take up other state work and Miss Clye 
Ricker, R. N. has carried on the work, cooperating with 
our schools very efficiently. 

The report of the Academy will be found elsewhere 
in this report. As I stated last year, the long period pro- 
gram has proven very satisfactory and at the present 
‘time we find most of the more progressive schools of the 
-state organizing this form of class schedule. 

Those connected with the schools, as well as the 
townspeople, regretted the resignation of Mr. Arnold G. 
‘Westerberg, teacher of History, who was carrying on a 
very efficient and much talked-of Social Studies pro- 
gram. Mr. Westerberg accepted a more lucrative posi- 
-tion as a member of the Auburn High School faculty. 


BOOKS AND SUPPLIES 
With the appropriation asked for books at this 
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year’s town meeting, it will be possible to bring our 
books up to a very satisfactory standard. The following 
introductions were made: elementary community civics 
grade eight, histories grade four, geographies grade 
five, science readers for grades four, five and six, two 
sets of supplementary reading for Sub-primary, grades. 
one and two. One hundred dictionaries were purchased,, 
completing the supply for all grades above the third. 
One nature library was purchased for the Grammar 
- school. 

The supplies furnished our schools is very liberal 
compared with that furnished by many other systems. 
However, this amounts to only a dollar per pupil and to 
the minds of your Superintendent and School Commit- 
tee, this is one of the most economical accounts, for the 
service that it gives, of the school appropriations. 

At the present time we are taking advantage of a 
W.P. A. project employing one woman who is working 
in the office repairing books and doing other work that. 
is not done by those connected with the schools. 


REPAIRS 


Mr. Pearl, as in past years, is delegated general. 
supervision of repairs by the School Committee and his: 
work has been well done. Repairs for the year were: 
as follows: North Street; one piazza roof retimbered,,. 
boarded and covered with steel roofing, another, was 
covered with steel roofing. Pleasant Street: one lean- 
to roof was covered. A porch with cement floor was. 
constructed on the south end of the Grammar School’ 
building. New sills and porch floor were laid at East: 
Dover. The Norton Hill and Bear Hill chimneys were: 
re-topped. The furniture in a number. of the school-- 
rooms was re-varnished and general repairs were care-- 
fully looked after. By this method, your school build- 
ings are in excellent condition. Whenever members of 
the state department have visited the buildings, they 
have mentioned not only the quality of work but also 
the splendid condition of the buildings. 

Beginning last year and continuing through the 
present, your librarians have cooperated with the 
schools in many ways. The use of a travelling library 
instituted some years ago but for some reason dropped, 
has been revived. Each year the rural schools: are 
serviced with five boxes of books, ARE one hundred 
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and fifty copies. This service has meant a great deal 
to our rural school children and is much appreciated by 
your Superintendent and teachers. 


THE COMING YEAR 


Again your school] department is pleased to report 
‘substantial balances in most accounts, none carrying 
an overdraft. The maximum wages for teachers re- 
“mains the same as last year. Conveyance costs due to 
favorable conditions have again been reduced. Furth- 
er reductions would seem at the present impossible and 
‘it is quite likely that changes may increase this account 
considerably. For this reason your committee have ask- 
-ed the Budget Committee for an additional five hundred 
‘dollars for the support of common schools, appropria- 
‘tions for other accounts remaining the same. 

Your committee members have continued their un- 
‘tiring interest in your schools, which has been manifest- 
-ed during my period of work with them. Their interest 

is for your schools to steadily progress. They are 
-ready to accept suggestions from any citizen, which will 
in any way produce better schools for the boys and girls 
‘of Dover-Foxcroft to attend. 

The past year has been one of cooperation among 
‘teachers, pupils, parents, school committee and other 
town officials. It is a pleasant situation and one which is 
enjoyable to work in as Superintendent. In closing 
I wish to extend my personal thanks for the splendid 
cooperation accorded me during the year.

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THE BUILDING 


During the past year, the Building Committee has 
found it necessary to install a new boiler for the heating 
system at a considerable expense. This will have to be 
financed in the future. Thirty new student desks have 
been installed to meet the increased enrollment. 

Two new drinking fountains have been installed on 
the first floor to replace the one previously located there. 
New plumbing has been installed in the Science labor- 
atory. 

New treads have been laid on all stairs above the 
basement. The grading about the building has been 
completed, the loam for which was donated by Mr. 
Thompson L. Guernsey. Students assisted in grading 
as an Arbor Day project. 

To do the above has stretched the budget severely, 
but all excepting the boiler have been financed out of 
this year’s budget. 


THE SCHOOL PROGRAM 

The school program is being carried on with little 
change from that of a year ago. As these reports have 
indicated, in the past four years Foxcroft Academy has 
developed its program with a change of the school day 
from seven periods of 45 minutes each to a day of five 
periods of 70 minutes each. The past four years have 
proved the wisdom of the change and have given the 
faculty some indications of the direction in which furth- 
er progress may be made. One of these is the school 
library. Our yearly budget carries a substantial pro- 
vision for the library and has helped our program. The 
results of what has been done point to the conclusion 
that additional provisions along this line with a trained 
teacher-librarian would be most beneficial to the success 
of our work. 

In conclusion, may I again express my deep appre- 
ciation to all who have so generously co-operated to 
make the operation of Foxcroft Academy so successful. 
Especially are we indebted to parents, members of the 
Board of ‘Trustees, Building Committee, the Joint Com- 
mittee of Trustees and School Board, and the ‘Super- 
intendent of Schools.

I herewith submit my third annual report as music 
supervisor in the schools of Dover-Foxcroft. 

Last spring the programs for exhibition week of 
the various schools were largely musical. Pleasant 
street and North street schools each gave an operetta. 
The Grammar school Glee Club and Orchestra also per- 
formed during this week. Last year’s orchestra was 
exceptionally well balanced for a Grammar school. 
Several of the players have graduated leaving this year’s 
orchestra weak in certain sections. The Boys’ Band 
which the American Legion is sponsoring has helped 
fill out both the Academy and Grammar school orches- 
tra greatly. Wenow need many more violins in both or- 
ganizations. Violin classes are not as well attended as 
they should be. It is well for a pupil to start violin 
study as low as the fourth grade in order that he may 
be sufficiently skilled in his instrument to play in the 
orchestra through the Grammar school and the Acade- 
my. 

Having an exceptional graduating class, musically 
speaking, it was decided to give the Cantata “Caravan”’ 
by Richard Kountz for our graduating exercises last 
year. The children worked diligently on it and did a 
very acceptable piece of work. 

Several Academy students went to Castine last 
summer to attend the State Music Camp. The music 
department sent two. It is hoped that many more will 
attend this year. 

The Academy Band has been playing for all the home 
basketball games. The orchestra played for the Senior 
play and for a state meeting which was held in Dover- 
Foxcroft. 

The Glee Club and the girls’ voice class are prepar- 
ing to put on an operetta “Hollywood Bound” sometime 
in April.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL PHYSICIAN FOR YEAR 1936-7 


To Superintendent Perry F. Shibles: 


pi The function of a school medical service is three- 

O 

1. To limit as far as possible the spread of communi- 
cable disease among the school population. 

2. To discover and urge correction of remediable de- 
fects. among school children which, in the light of 
present medical knowledge, are known to have a 
bearing upon their present and future health. 

3. To supplement the home training in health educa- 
tion among school children, partly by precept and 
partly by the example set by the foregoing activi- 
ties. 

In the execution of these functions, a medical in- 
spection of students in the lower schools and in Foxcroft 
Academy for the school year 1936-7 has been carried 
out, with the invaluable help of Miss Ricker and the gen- 
erous co-operation of the school personnel. Particular 
attention was paid to such communicable diseases as 
impetigo and scabies (itch), and the relatively few 
cases found were excluded until the condition was clear- 
ed up. Early in the school year mumps made its ap- 
pearance in one school. An attempt was made to check 
its spread by examination of all the exposed students, 
and exclusion of all suspects and contacts for the dura- 
tion of the incubation period. The infection continued 
to spread through the town, probably because not all 
cases were reported from the homes and not all mem- 
bers of the community co-operated in maintaining 
quarantine of infected persons. The usual policy of ex- | 
cluding susceptible contacts from school was found 
therefore to be ineffective, and was discontinued. Bet- 
ter results were obtained with the few cases of German 
measles that appeared. So far this year the influenza 
epidemic is the only other infectious disease that has 
caused much absence. 

The number of children in the lower schools in- 
spected, and the defects found and recorded, are given 
in the report of the county nurse. Reference to the 
figures will show that dental defects are most numerous. 
Others which are all too frequent are disease conditions 
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of the nose and throat, faulty posture of varying de- 
grees, poor nutrition, and errors of vision. In a number 
of cases correction of defects has been postponed for 
years. This is regrettable because by the time the cor- 
rection is finally made, the other physical changes re- 
sulting from the original defect have become so well es- 
tablished that the individual will in many cases carry 
them through life. For example enlarged adenoids 
which cause partial blocking of the upper air passages 
and mouth breathing bring about not only an increased 
likelihood of ear infection and consequent impairment 
of hearing, but an inadequate growth of the structures 
of the nose so that even if later the adenoids themselves 
are removed, the faulty nose development continues to 
give trouble. 

In this climate some defects, such as nose and 
throat abnormalities, are perhaps not always prevent- 
able. Other defects which occur with all too great fre- 
quency are, however, in many cases due to errors in 
hygiene and could to a great extent be prevented by 
faithful and well-instructed attention to the daily liv- 
ing. Many cases of underweight are the result not only 
of poor eating habits and an improperly balanced diet, 
but, especially in ambitious and active children, of years 
of too much stimulation and too little rest. It seems 
to the medical inspector highly undesirable for those 
chiidren whose nutrition is markedly below standard, or 
who are actually losing weight, to take part in strenuous 
or competitive athletics. The possibility of real damage 
to the individual’s health is not to be ignored. 

Faulty posture appears in the younger grades in rela- 
tively slight but easily perceptible degree, and grows 
steadily more noticeable with increasing age. It is per- 
haps more pronounced in poorly nourished children 
whose muscles are not firm, but there can be no doubt 
that in the vast majority of cases some dezree of 
chronic fatigue is a very important cause. The correc- 
tion of this defect should begin before it starts, with 
adequate rest in the early years. 

So many defects in school children are traceable to 
the lack, in their early environment, of knowledge, 
means or determination for prevention, that the third 
function of the school medical service, namely health 
education of future citizens, is by no means the least 
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important. Even the relatively limited examination 
which can be carried on under school conditions, and 
which may necessarily overlook some defects, will, we 
hope, contribute toward rearing a future generation 
that is not only of higher physical standard, but intelli- 
gently appreciative of that standard.

With the exception of an epidemic of German measles 
in the lower grades the attendance has held up to a 
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satisfactory point. 

The grade of work being done in our schools is on 
‘the whole, excellent. We are not electing ourselves 
(teachers and Superintendent) as judges, but the com- 
mendations come from field workers of the State De- 
‘partment, visitors, and special] demonstrators working 
in the different grades. The aim in our system is con- 
~stantly to check for faulty methods of teaching along 
~with poor grade placements, at all times striving to 
-adjust the work to the individual needs of the pupil. 

Realizing that the ability to read is the most funda- 
mental need of the learner, we are placing special em- 
phasis on this subject for the school year 1937-38. 

Again believing that the start the pupil receives in 
the beginning grades will determine to a great extent 
his school progress, we have introduced two new sys- 
tems of reading in the primary grades. The aim in each 
system is a slow development of word vocabulary 
through a great deal of easy reading. In other words 
the first aid to reading is confidence of the pupil. With 
confidence established, a desire to read is initiated. 
‘The two systems, the Elson from Scott Foresman Com- 
pany of New York, and the Alice and Jerry Series from 
Row, Peterson Co. of New York have a word correlation 
of 98% which makes it possible to interchange the books 
of the two systems without introducing a large number 
of unknown words. 

The adding of an extra teaching position in the lower 
grades at North Street has been a very successful ad- 
dition. I wish to explain that the pupils of this grade 
are not considered mentally deficient, but only that they 
need more individual attention during their, initial 
adjustment period. In all probability, many will be 
among our brightest pupils in the upper grades. * 

The program for the future in the lower grades will 
not require a complete repeating. Divisions will be 
transferred whenever they have reached the next grade 
level, up to the third grade. We still have grade adjust- 
ments to make the special groups to work with. Weare 
hoping by the end of this year to have practically all 
adjustments made. I might say at this time that read- 
ing demonstrators have spoken very highly of the work 
being done. They have also offered many helpful sug- 
gestions. 
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In the Sub-primary, tests have been given with each 
unit of reading to determine vocabulary increase, word 
and phrase recognition, and comprehension; during the 
remaining weeks speed will also be checked. In all 
upper grades a testing program will be carried on. 

At the beginning of the school year, Miss Velma Bur- 
gess of,this town was transferred from East Dover Pri- 
mary to the Sub-primary position at Pleasant Street, 
left vacant by the resignation of Mrs. Marion Trimble 
Van Aken. Mrs. Van Aken was well liked by pupils and 
parents, her work being very satisfactory. Miss Mil- 
dred Bradford of Bangor, graduate of Castine Normal 
with five years experience was elected to the East Dover 
position. Misses Elizabeth and Molly Franklin of Cut- 
ler, graduates of Machias Normal Schoo! were elected to 
the Bear Hill and South Dover schools respectively, the 
latter position made vacant through the resignation of 
Mrs. Louise Campbell Smith, a teacher much appreciat- 
ed by parents and pupils. Mrs. Smith had been very 
successful in her school work. 

At the close of the Fall term, Miss Gertrude Calkins 
tendered her resignation as teacher of Pleasant Street 
Grade I. Miss Calkins was aistrong classroom teacher. 
To fill this position, we were fortunate in having recom- 
mended to us, Miss Patricia Cousins of Fort Kent, a 
graduate of Madawaska Training School and Gorham 
Normal, with three years experience. Miss Cousins 
teaches art in Pleasant Street and Grammar buildings. 


All teachers attended the State and County conven- 
tions. Our teachers are interested in professional 
growth and during the year keep posted through read- 
ing professional books written in their field of work. I 
believe a large number are planning to attend summer 
schools this year. : 

The Music Department in our schools is being most 
successfully carried on by Miss Gertrude Gately, Music 
Supervisor. Her graduation and special musical pro-. 
grams always receive words of praise from parents and 
the public. Our Grammar School orchestra is improv- 
ing in quality as well as enrollment. It will furnish 
music for the Grammar School graduation in June. . 

The Academy has had a successful year. It is a 
source of satisfaction to observe the interest that is 
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being shown in Debating, and the fine record the school 
is making in this extra-curricula activity along with 
athletics which have enjoyed a successful year. A more 
detailed report on the Academy will be found elsewhere 
in this town report. 

Dr. Ruth B. Thomas, school physician has completed 
her annual inspection in our schools. This is a most im- 
portant work, as the mental growth and ability to work 
depends upon the child’s physical development and 
good health. 


After a leave of absence, Mrs. Louise Nichols, has 
again assumed her duties as County Nurse. We always 
find Mrs. Nichols ready to co-operate and willing to give 
a great deal of time to her work. 


BOOKS AND SUPPLIES 


The following introductions have been made: Grade 
8A Literature and Histories; Spelling work books Grade 
Ili through VIII; two reading systems for Sub-primary ; 
Supplementary Reading Grades VI; one set Young 
People’s Library, one set World Book encyclopedias; 
reading workbooks for Sub, 1, 2, and 3; music books for 
Pleasant Street grades 3, 4, 5 and Grammar grade 6. 
Besides these special books for libraries have been 
purchased. 

Your schools are well furnished with supplies, with- 
out doubt far above the average of the state. At pres- 
ent it amounts to slightly above one dollar per pupil. 
Your teachers appreciate the materials they have to 
work with, your children benefit by the use of them. 


REPAIRS 


This part of the schoo] program is well taken care of 
by Mr. Henry Pearl. If you have observed the buildings 
when passing by, or have had the opportunity to visit 
them inside you need no explanation. All furniture is 
put in first class condition each summer, a greater part 
of it being re-varnished. This year the inside and 
outside of the Grammar School building were painted, 
Pleasant Street Grade V room redecorated, North Street 
Sub-primary and Grade III rooms were also done. By 
careful supervision on the part of your committee mem- 
bers and Mr. Pearl, your buildings are always in first 
class condition.

MUSIC SUPERVISOR’S REPORT 
To Perry F. Shibles, Superintendent of Schools: 
I herewith submit my fourth annual report as Music 
Supervisor of Dover-Foxcroft for 1937-38. 
The music department has been very fortunate in 
Dover-Foxcroft in having a new set of music books 
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which have recently been published. “The World of 
Music” correlates appreciation and participation ‘by 
using folk songs of every country and many well known 
composed songs of the masters. The necessary subject 
matter is introduced in a manner which is highly ap- 
pealing to the child. 

Music again played a large part in the grammar 
school graduation last June. This year we have plan- 
ned the entire program around American composers, 
starting with Francis Hopkinson and taking it through 
to our present day composers. 

The Grammar school has an excellent. orchestra this: 
year. They will play for graduation again and also for 
the operetta which the elementary schools are planning 
for Music Week. The operetta is called “Twilight Al- 
ley” and calls for a large chorus, allowing many children: 
to participate. 

The music department of Foxcroft Academy present- 
ed the operetta “Hollywood Bound” last spring. It sent 
two students to the Castine Music Camp. This winter 
the orchestra has played for both the Junior and Senior 
plays. The band has been playing at all the home bas- 
ketball games. 

The Conducting class which is held weekly is develop- 
ing several student leaders both for orchestral and 
choral work. They have an opportunity to conduct 
chorus, band, and orchestra under supervision. 

The Eastern Maine Music Festival is to be held in 
Dexter, May 4. The girls’ glee club of the Academy 
plan to attend. This year a new system is being used 
whereby any girl wishing to, may sing in the glee club. 
Formerly only students who had passed certain tests. 
were allowed to join. It has worked out very well. 

I wish to express my appreciation to the Superin- 
tendent, teachers, pupils and parents for their cooper- 
ation during the past year.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL PHYSICIAN FOR THE 
YEAR 1937-38 


To the Selectmen and Citizens of Dover-Foxcroft: 

The health program in the schools of Dover-Foxcroft 
for the year from March 1937 to March 1938 has been 
carried on along the lines, and with the objectives, des- 
cribed in the preceding year’s report. The guiding pur- 
pose of this plan is three-fold: to exclude from the 
schools communicable diseases, and take measures to 
limit their spread; to raise the general level of health 
among the children as high as possible, taking steps to 
discover and promote the correction of remediable 
physical defects and poor health habits; and to promote 
health consciousness and health education among the 
school children. 

With the cooperation in 1937 of Miss Ricker, and in 
1937-38 of Mrs. Nichols, a watch was kept for com- 
municable diseases in the school-rooms, and, when evi- 
dence of their presence appeared, inspections have been 
made, both for excluding those infected, and for giving 
permission for their return to.classes. In the current 
school year, skin infections and infestations with para- 
sites have occurred, but so far the so-called children’s 
diseases have been far less troublesome than in the 
preceding year, and there has been no considerable 
epidemic. 

Physical examination of the school children and of 
the students in Foxcroft Academy reveals many remedi- 
able defects, some of long standing. Many others, how- 
ever, have been corrected, a number through the gen- 
erous efforts of clubs and other public-spirited groups 
of the town. It is heartening to see gains in weight, 
glasses on faulty eyes, and other evidences of improved 
physical condition; my impression is that the school 
children as a whole are better off than they were a year 
ago, though much remains to be done, particularly in 
relation to dental repairs, straightening of teeth and 
jaws, and corrective posture. Frequently improvement 
of a child’s health depends not so much upon medical 
measures as upon regulating his life and supplying ade- 
quate diet and rest. Here, as well as in follow-up work 
on cases of communicable disease, the services of a 
school nurse are of the greatest importance, since often

she can study the individual problem and assist the 
family in appreciating and providing for the child’s 
particular needs. I hope the time is not too far hence 
when the town can make this worth-while investment. 

I wish to extend my thanks to Mr. Shibles, Mr. Stone, 
and their staffs, for whole-hearted cooperation in for- 
warding the school health program.

During the past nine years, Foxcroft Academy has 
been obliged to meet some difficult and trying situations. 
And yet, under the direction of the Joint Committee, 
the program has moved forward steadily and continued 
to make a valuable contribution to the youth of the 
community. In spite of the obstacles of limited equip- 
ment and finances, the challenge to serve our young 
people in a better and finer way is great, considered in 
the light of the difficult problems which are theirs to 
solve. 

One of the most important services of the Joint Com- 
mittee has been the employment from year to year of an 
adequately trained and effective personnel. This ser- 
vice has involved the employment of thirty-six different 
teachers over a nine-year period. Of this number nine- 
teen have served the school for but one year, while three 
have continued on the staff during the entire period. 

During this time, the largest number on the faculty 
was thirteen and smallest nine. The average salary of 
all full time teachers was highest in 1931-32 when it was 
$1620; lowest in 1935-36 when it was $1347.50; and at 
present it stands at $1390. There is not an oversupply 
of well-trained teachers and in the long run, better sal- 
aries will secure better teachers. The minimum salary 
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at present is $1000. For this amount, one expects to 
secure a teacher of experience, of professional training 
and outlook ; but, a really effective teacher, one who adds 
tovhis professional equipment by summer training and 
study cannot for long be kept at this salary. For rea- 
sons of this kind, the problem of maintaining an effec- 
tive faculty for your schools is most difficult and yet 
most essential 

The curriculum of the secondary school—of Foxcroft 
Academy is a very serious problem—the question of 
what shall be taught, and why, and how. A glance at 
the enrollment figures is suggestive; about 15% im our 
College group; about 29% in our Commercial group, but 
actually this should be 15% since the Commercial work 
is confined largely to the last two years; about 60 to 
70% in the English or General curriculum work of the: 
school. In 1929-30 courses were offered for (1) college 
preparation; (2) general courses; (3) commercial 
courses: (4) manual arts; (5) home economics; (6) 
music: and (7) physical education. In 1933-34, mar 
ual arts, home economics, physical education were 


dropped. 

In 1933-34 the length of the school day and the 
class period were increased in order to provide better 
opportunities for study and teaching. As many changes 
and imprevements in the building as possible have been 
made. The Alumni Association gave 250 assembly 
chairs which have been most helpful during the past 
five years. : 

Our student body has its largest enrollment this year 
—276: in 1934-35 it was 223. In the nime years, over 
800 different pupils have been in attendance for one or 
more years; while about 370 have received the Acade- 


my diploma. 
FINANCIAL 
The cost of the service rendered at Foxcroft Acade- 
my has seemed reasonable. You will note from the table 
below that the highest expenditure occurred in 1929-30 
which is approximately $5000 more than the expendi- 
ture for the year 1937-38. The lowest expenditure ac-.

The Joint-Committee 
of the Trustees and School board has given a great 
deal of time and thought to the management and con- 
duct of the school. The Superintendent of Schools has 
been very helpful in the solution of many difficult prob- 
lems. Of this kind of cooperation and support, your 
faculty is highly appreciative. This more than any- 
thing else guarantees the future progress of Foxcroft 
Academy.

Piscataquis Nursing Service 


To Selectmen and Citizens, Town of Dover-Foxcroft: 


Promotion of health and prevention of disease, men- 
tally, physically and socially, the objectives of our 
community public health nursing organization, have 
been carried out in your town during the past year as 
follows: 
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With emphasis placed upon the health of the school 
child and the tuberculosis group through education, 
encouragement and assistance, we began the year’s en- 
deavors by assisting Dr. Ruth Thomas, School Physi- 
cian, with the annual physical examination of grade 
pupils followed by nurse’s inspection of weight, vision 
and hearing. The audiometer, borrowed from the 
Maine Public Health Association, was used in the 
testing of 320 pupils in Grades V through VIII. Of this 
number 129 failed the first time and at the final analysis 
showed 31 pupils with a hearing loss of 9% or more. 
This test was followed by home visits to parents to 
urge medical attention to these failures in hearing. 

The time allotment for March was given to home 
visits and tuberculosis work. 


In April special attention was given to communicable 
diseases in the schools. During this month the nurse 
assisted at an Infant and Preschool Conference conduct- 
ed by the State nurse who supervises the maternal and 
preschool service as announced in last year’s report. 
This too, was the month of the Early Diagnosis Cam- 
paign against tuberculosis and a great amount of liter- 
ature was distributed, as well as other publicity ar- 
ranged through the interest of citizens. Time was also 
found to take a child to the crippled children’s clinic in 
Bangor. 


In May two adults were taken to the Central Maine 
Sanatorium for diagnosis and the pupils at the North 
Street School were inspected for symptoms of communi- 
cable diseases. 


The second half of the year was begun by intensive 
case finding of tuberculosis from deaths recorded over a 
period of years, tracing of contacts and suspects and 
home visits to arrange and urge examinations, giving of 
instruction in the care and prevention of this disease 
and to assist in any medical or social problem involved. 
The cases found, have been seen periodically since. 

During August considerable service was given to 
tuberculosis work and the follow up of school children 
known to be suffering from communicable skin diseases 
and to medical-social cases referred. Two afternoons 
were given to the Fair Association for care to emergen- 
cies. 
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In September the tuberculosis service continued. 
Arrangements were made with the school department 
for the teaching of a Tuberculosis Prevention Unit in 
the grammar grades. This is an innovation of educa- 
tional promise. 

October’s record shows the schools at South Dover 
and Norton Hill visited with the usual annual inspection 
by the nurse, later followed by the School Physician's 
physical examination and follow up visits. Scarlet 
fever was detected in the schools and as a precaution 
against the development of an epidemic, the grade 
schools were visited each day and each child present 
was inspected by the nurse. Absentees were checked 
up by home visits. During the period 3,262 individual 
inspections were given and approximately 100 visits 
made to children in the homes. 

In November, the nurse was requested to assist the 
School Physicians with the examination of Academy 
students. It was felt that a closer tie up between the 
home and the school in matters pertaining to the health 
of the child would be beneficial and this has proven to 
be true. 


Dr. Ruth Thomas gave careful attention to the 
physical condition and hygiene of the girl students while 
Dr. W. B. S. Thomas gave the same consideration to the 
boys. There seemed to be indication of a need of pos- 
tural corrections and inquiries have been made with 

regard to available resources. 

' December brought the tuberculosis clinic nurse from 
the State Bureau of Institutions. The X-ray machine 
was set up in our office, to which 53 persons came for 
X-ray of the chest. Of this number 17 were from 
Dover-Foxcroit and 15 of these were children who were 
tuberculin reactors, contacts or suspects. The cost of 
these X-rays was met by the Dover-Foxcroft Graduate 
Nurses’ Guild. 

The X-ray examination was closely followed by Dr. 
Cromwell, Superintendent of the Central Maine Sana- 
torium, who met patients with family and family physi- 
cian in consultation regarding X-ray and clinical find- 


Bear Hill and East Dover schools received annual 
physical examination by the School Physician and East 
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Dover pupils received anneal imspeciion from the 
purse followed by home visits im this section. 

Since the begimming of the year 1963, 2 mumber of 
visits have beem paid to school rooms for inspection of 
communicable conditions. These mspections to date 
have numbered over 300 and there appeared to be meces- 
sity of exclusion im several cases of communicable dis=- 
ease and conditions.

It will be noted that the largest number of defects 
are those of teeth and we hope that in the near future 
some way may be found to provide dental care as a 
clinic or individually. Emphasis was placed on posture 
this year. In several instances children with extremely 
_poor posture were referred to the Crippled Children’s 
Clinic with the permission of the family physician and 
in each instance corrective exercises or treatment was 
advised at clinic. Some of the children were taken to a 
specialist by the parent. iy 

During November glasses were secured for another 
child and many conferences with parents were held in 
regard to defects noted at examination. saben 

In December I assisted Dr. Thomas to examine the 
girls at the Academy. Much improvement over last 
year was shown in physical condition. I was sorry not 
to be able to help Dr. W. B. S. Thomas in his examina- 
tion of the boys at the Academy but the examination 
came on days when I was booked for service in other 
towns. However, it is reasonable to expect that some 
corrections were made for parents have reported the 
same. was 
During December tuberculosis cases were visited 
and on the 22nd Miss K. Gay, R. N., Clinic Nurse from 
the State Bureau of Institutions came and at our office 
12 school children from Dover-Foxcroft, 1 adult from 
town, four from Guilford, 1 from Abbot, 1 from Blanch- 
ard, 4 from Atkinson were X-rayed. There was so much 
improvement in chest condition, that when Dr. Crom: 
well, Supt. of Sanatorium at Fairfield came in January 
for clinical examination, it was necessary to examine 
only one of the Dover-Foxcroft group. 6 


, 


On December 29th cooperating ‘with the District 
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Health Officer and the State Nurses, a clinic for Schick 
testing was held at the Legion Home. At this time 170 
school children were Schick tested as to immunity 
against diphtheria. Of this number nineteen children 
who had received Toxoid in 1934 under the auspices of 
the 40 & 8 Society of the American Legion were tested 
and a few who had not received Toxoid at all. Dr. C. N. 
Stanhope read the tests a week later and the very small 
number who showed need of more Toxoid was extremely 
gratifying. It is hoped that it will be possible to have 
these clinics for immunizing until all children have re- 
ceived Toxoid and Schick test. 
*e * * * * 

Although there have been some cases of communi- 
cable disease such as chicken pox and whooping cough, 
the number has not reached the proportions of the 
previous two years and it has not been necessary to 
spend much time on these cases. 

Vision and hearing tests will be given in the 
schools. Time allotment has been made in the schedule 
and unless unforseen circumstances make it impossible 
these will be completed by the end of the school vear.

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TOWN MANAGER’S REPORT 


It has been suggested that your Town Manager 
give a report of his stewardship covering the past year. 
This accounting will be general and concise in character 
and is not only due the Selectmen but more especially is 
coming to the citizens of Dover-Foxcroft, who, by their 
vote last spring, expressed their desire for a new form 
of Government. 

As far as possible all comparisons with, or refer- 
ence to, the past conduct of the town affairs will be 
avoided and the statements that follow are simply facts 
as to the standing of the town, comments for which your 
Town Manager takes full responsibility and plans for 
the future betterment of the Town of Dover-Foxcroft, 
some of which are subject to change and open to 
criticism by anyone. 

If the acts of a Board of Selectmen and Town 
Manager are to be appraised, and they certainly should 
be, then the proper question is not only how much they 
spend, but also how and for what it was expended. In 
short, how much is the tax dollar bringing in terms of 
public service, convenience and control. This is the only 
basis for fair appraisal. 


TAXES 


This year’s tax rate was based solely on the amount 
appropriated by the voters last March and the valuation 
of property as fixed by the Assessors. 

Tax bills were sent out June 1, 1988. This year all 
taxes were due on presentation of the bill but no dis- 
counts were allowed and interest could not be added as 
a penalty for delinquency. There is, therefore, no finan- 
cial inducement to pay taxes early, however, there is a 
reason, beside the moral one, why payment should be 
made as soon as possible. Early payment will relieve 
the town of the necessity of borrowing more money in 
anticipation of taxes which would, of course, over- 
burden the interest account. 


ROADS AND BRIDGES 

Perhaps the most acute problem which confronts 
the Municipal Officers is the Highway. . 
All one has to do is to go off our main traveled 
roads in the spring and he will fully understand our 
situation in Dover-Foxcroft. This year every mud hole 
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and piece of road repaired was done more or less per- 
manently, thinking of the future. We have cut bushes 
on several roads this year so that the sun can dry the 
roads in good season next spring. 

We have been very fortunate this past year in 
State Aid, Third Class and Special Resolve construction. 

We built 2,750 feet of State Aid road, Woodbury 
Hill road, as compared with 650 feet in 1937. 

We built 2,800 feet of Third Class road as compared 
with 1,200 feet in 1937. We have completed the Third 
Class highway to the Atkinson Line on the East Dover 


road. 

We built 1,000 feet of Special Resolve road on Park 
street this year and surfaced 700 feet incompleted in 
1937. 

We also built 2,000 feet of rural road on way to 
Town Farm. Other repairs were made on various roads 
which are too numerous to mention. 

These above mentioned roads were built at no 
additional expense to the town as compared with 1937. 

We have purchased a new G. M. C. 3 cubic yard 
truck this past year. We felt this large truck was need- 
ed because of winter work. Our highway equipment is 
getting quite old and needs more repairs than when 
several years younger. We have, however, spent a con- 
siderable amount of money this past year to recondition 
all the equipment. 

We are very much in need of a new Power Grader. 
With this new grader we would be able to ditch and 
drain most of our crossroads and maintain them in such 
a way that all roads would be passable twelve months 
out of every year. This machine is costly but I feel sure 
that it would pay for itself in three years. The State 
Highway Commission pays one-half for snow removal 
on all roads 14 feet wide. We have about 40 miles of: 
road in this town which could be widened to 14 feet with 
a power grader and we would save considerably on our 
snow removal by having the State pay half. the snow 
plowing bill whereas, under the present conditions, the 
town pays the tetal bill. This power grader would keep 
our tractors off the highway in the summertime, there- 
by, giving them a longer life and avoiding replacement 
in the near future. 

This year we tarred High street in addition to 

: ee Ae FES ; ; ea 
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those already tarred. Next year there is no reason why 
another street cannot be tarred and possibly several 
more streets. We also plan to tar the East Dover road 
and turn it over to the State for maintenance, thereby, 
releasing a considerable amount of maintenance money 
now expended on this road for use on other roads. 


POOR ACCOUNT 


The appropriation for the support of the poor is 
one over which the town officials have little control. 
Our expenditures are governed by the economic con- 
dition of the town. 

All those receiving aid from the town and who were 
employable and who had no place to put in their time 
profitably to themselves were asked to give this other- 
wise non-productive time to the town without compen- 
sation. 

The peak of poor relief expense to the town was 
reached last April. Since then the cost has been. con- 
sistently reduced. Some of this, of course, has been due 
to the resumption of work at the mill. We are very 
fortunate to have a balance in our poor account as most 
surrounding towns and cities show an overdraft. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


We have built approximately 2,000 feet of asphalt 
sidewalk this year. We fixed several bad places in the 
business district, namely, from the Banks to Kitchen’s 
‘and from Ober and Clark’s to the J. J. Newberry store 
which we consider were very narrow and dangerous. 
We also repaired the sidewalk on North street in front 
of Central Market and Judkins’ grocery stores and on 
the north side of Main street from the bridge to Lin- 
coln street. | ! 

Our sewer systems are getting inadequate to carry 
the load placed in them. We have had several bad 
breaks due to back pressure. The sewer running down 
Summer street should be replaced before long as we 
have considerable trouble due to this pipe being too 
small for the present load. 

During the past year we have distributed. "5, 904 
pounds of surplus federal food consisting of flour, eggs, 
fruits, cereals, butter, lard, potatoes, .beans,, milk and 
vegetables. Much has been said about two. girls i in the 
office. You can readily understand the time it takes to 
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distribute this food, which in general kept a number of 
people from calling on the town. Also collection of ex- 
cise taxes together with the regular town taxes has 
been transferred to the town office. 

In conclusion your Town Manager has ‘enjoyed his 
work immensely and has become acquainted with a 
great many of the citizens of Dover-Foxcroft, many 
of whom have been of great help in his work. 

Discussion of the problems facing the town is very 
desirable and he welcomes constructive criticism. He 
is anxious to be of utmost service to the town and all 
its people. His deepest concern is to return to the tax 
payers, individually and collectively, full measure of 
value and service for each tax dollar paid into the town. 
His success in accomplishing this will depend very 
largely upon the contribution in interest and coopera- 
tion he receives from all the citizens of Dover-Foxcroft, 
and they will benefit by this form of Town Government 
in direct proportion to what they contribute.

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ability will permit. It has not been the belief of teach- 
ers and Superintendent that pupils should skip a grade. 
In cases where it has been done we cannot say it has 
proven to be an advantage to the pupil promoted. 

The reading programs instituted last year have 
been advanced through the first and second grades. 
The grade of work plus the interest shown by pupils 
and teachers in carrying out the program fully justifies 
the introduction of these courses. 

There still exists too great a change in methods of 
study between the eighth grade and first year of the 
Academy. Pupils find it difficult to make adjustments 
to the longer periods, to accept greater responsibilities 
and to properly budget their work schedule. 

To overcome this condition we are asking pupils in 
the seventh and eighth grades to prepare at least one 
lesson at home two or three nights of each week. It 
is our desire to instill in young people the realization . 
that their school program is their day’s work. We ask 
cooperation of parents and guardians in carrying out 
this program. Pupils must be taught to accept re- 
sponsibilities in order that they may develop confidence 
in themselves. 

It is a source of regret that we find so many young 
children on the streets during the evenings. As a 
matter of fact in checking the work being done, we find 
many of these same children are showing unsatisfac- 
tory and poor progress in their school work. A child 
must come to school rested if he is to do his best work. 

The adjustment of school work to develop the 
greatest efficiency is the most difficult task of the school 
program. Even though changes are made results are 
not always satisfactory. It is the desire of teachers and 
those concerned with the schools to give to each chil 
the best program that is possible to provide. | 

Mrs. Sterling Doak Rice who has always shown a high 
interest in the boys and girls of Dover-Foxcroft having 
sponsored the Sterling Doak cup and other ‘awards 
for the annual spelling contest, has again most 
graciously presented to our school system a complete 
set of “Journeys Through Bookland’”’. This set contains 
the best writings of prose, verse, and literature from 
the primary grades through the high school. It is 
prized very highly by both teachers and pupils. “’ | 
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Mrs. Eva C. Mason presented the schools with a 
victrola which is now being used in the Pleasant Street 
Sub-primary and is much appreciated by pupils and 
teacher. 

Many pupils are taking a great deal of interest in 
' the art work of the schools. While we have had the 
course only a few years, many excellent pieces of work 
have been done. 

Mrs. Gladys Patrick, State Helping Teacher for 
Rural Education, worked with the primary grades 
several days this winter on a testing program which 
will be used as a basis for research study on vocabulary 
building and pre-school reading preparation. 

At the close of the school year 1937-38 Mrs. Velma 
Burgess Smith resigned her position as teacher at Pleas- 
ant Street sub-primary. Mrs. Smith was a very success- 
ful teacher having fine cooperation of pupils and par- 
ents. Miss Mildred Bradford, teacher of East Dover 
Primary, was elected to the position which she has filled 
very satisfactorily. Miss Marion Doore a successful 
teacher at Norton Hill was transferred to the East 
Dover primary. 

During the fall term, Mrs. Stella Ayer substituted 
at South Dover. Miss Helen Pratt, formerly of this 
town and a successful teacher with thirteen years ex- 
perience was hired to fill the vacancy. 

Miss Flora Clukey of Lincoln taught part of the 
fall term at Norton Hill, but due to poor health was 
forced to resign. The position is now. being filled by 
Mrs. Harriett N. Ladd, substitute teacher. 

Among teachers attending schools during the past 
summer were Miss Gertrude Gately, Juilliard School of 
Music, New York City; University of Maine, Mrs. Har- 
riett Crockett, Mrs. Doris Hathorn, Miss Louise Mac- 
Fadyen and Miss Mildred Bradford. 

_ The music program in our schools has again had 
a most successful year under the supervision of Miss 
Gately. New music books were furnished the rural 
schools. Miss Gately’s report is given in your town 
report. 

The Academy needs for room were somewhat im- 
proved by the Building Committee’s program last . ae 
mer, A larger registration than usual still causes | 
crowded condition in several rooms. _ 
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C. Ford Dyer, Director of Athletics and Mathe- 
matics teacher, attended the University of Maine sum- 
mer sessions. Prin. Stone’s report on the Secondary 
program gives a comprehensive discussion of the work 
and progress of the Academy. 


All children have been given a careful physical 
examination by the school physician, Dr. Ruth B. 
Thomas, assisted by the County Nurse, Mrs. Nichols. It 
should be realized that the examination of several hun- 
dred children is of great importance to the health of the 
boys and girls in our schools. The cost is very small 
for the services rendered. Mrs. Nichols has again 
carried out her program of work most efficiently, fur- 
nishing the office with very complete records of each 
child’s condition, diseases had, and corrections made. 


BOOKS & SUPPLIES 


Spelling workbooks are being used in Grade II 
through VIII. New arithmetics have been purchased 
for Pleasant St. Grade IV and Grammar Grade VIIIB. 
Supplementary reading and workbooks for Grades Sub- 
primary, I, I, and III, also supplementary readers for 
Grades IV, V, VI. Additional reference books have 
been put in the library. Two sets of readers have been 
purchased for Grade VII. Writing compendiums have 
been bought for all grades. 

The amount of supplies being furnished is some- 
what above that of many school systems. The work 
done is made more interesting and greater efficiency 
obtains when teachers and pupils have proper supplies 
with which to do their work. As far as possible supplies 
such as paper, crayons, construction paper, paste, ete. 
are bought in large quantities in order to take advan- 
tage of the low cost purchasing brackets. By this 
program, the per pupil cost of supplies is not above 
other systems of our size. 


REPAIRS 


_ A visit in your buildings would give youa better 
idea of their condition than space will allow in my 
report. Mr, Henry Pearl handles the program under. 
_ the guidance of the, School.Committee. All furniture 
.is kept, in first class condition.. Repairs for the past 
summer included painting 36 radiators, re-decorating 
two rooms at Pleasant St. One at North Street. Two 
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chimneys were re-topped. At North Street, ventilators 
were reconstructed making an annual reduction of 20c 
per hundred in insurance rates. The East Dover. build- 
ing was painted inside. Ceilings were painted at Norton. 
Hill and Bear Hill. Weather stripping was used on four 
‘rooms at Pleasant St and two at North St. This item 
alone has improved the heating conditions in several 
rooms. 
FINANCIAL OUTLOOK 

As before stated in this report all accounts show 
substantial balances. The Committee is asking for 
practically the same appropriations as last year except 
in the Insurance account. By the purchase of fire ex- 
tinguishers for all buildings in town and re-arranging 
the ventilators in the North St. building, insurance rates 
were decreased which will result in an annual saving of 
‘$110. 

The following figures on costs of operating the 
school bus should be of interest to tax payers.

. Approximately $150 has been received for use of 
the bus by Foxcroft Academy, the Boys’ Band, and the 
Town Club. Besides the conveyance for elementary 
-pupils, high school students are carried at no extra 
expense to parents. The saving to the town amounts 
to $1,000 per year over former operation of the Ma- 
comber, and Brockway schools plus conveyance teams 
operated. | 

Mrs. Harriet N. Ladd who had served as a Com- 
mittee member for the past seven years, resigned her 
office last December. Mrs. Ladd has shown a keen 
‘interest in the progress of the schools and fully under- 
stood their needs. Mrs. Julia Glover was appointed to 
fill’ the vacancy and is a citizen who’ has always been 
“interested in progressive schools. 

‘” The School Committee have sieauentdd to the Bud- 
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get Committee a very comprehensive report of the 
financial set-up of the school System. Copies of this 
report have been placed in the town library. I would 
suggest each citizen read this report and become fam- 
iliar with the financial program of the schools. Also 
you are urged to visit and observe the daily work within 
the school rooms. 

My seventh year of work in your schools has been 
even more interesting than the first. The cooperation. 
from citizens, parents, teachers, pupils, and the Schoo] 
Committee has made my work most enjoyable. All 
working together may never make a perfect school 
system but it certainly builds a spirit which will go a 
long way toward improvement and meeting of present 
day demands. 

In closing I wish to thank all for their continued 
cooperation. Please remember it is my duty to build a 
better school system each year. Itis your duty to keep 
fully informed regarding your child’s progress.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL PHYSICIAN, 
DOVER-FOXCROFT, 1938-9 
‘To the Selectmen and Citizens of Daves horervas 

The health program of the schools of Dover-Fox- 
croft has been carried out, during the year from March 
19388 to March 1939 in the same manner as has been 
described in preceding reports. The annual physical 
examination of all children in the grades and in Fox- 
croft Academy took place in the fall. As usual, many 
defects previously noted and still uncorrected were 
revealed, but there were also many children in whom 
corrections had been made, and whose improvement 
physically was encouraging to see. At this time some 
cases of communicable skin diseases were found, which 
were excluded until healed. According to a recent re- 
examination, while signs of infection have reappeared 
in some of these children, many have remained healed, 
a tribute to the energy and cooperation of their parents. 
Other communicable diseases, aside from colds, have 
so far been infrequent, with no epidemics. 

The school physician participated in the diphtheria 
toxoid clinic in the spring of 1988, and in the follow-up 
clinic for skin testing, which was held during the Christ- 
mas vacation. Although the entire school population 
did not attend these clinics, as it was hoped they might, 
the number who came showed a considerable under- 
standing and appreciation of this service. 

It is always a source of encouragement and pleasure 
-to see an improvement, however slight, in the general 
health level of these children, brought about by the 
work and sacrifices of the parents, by the generous 
.efforts of some public-spirited organizations, and by the 
.steady interest of the school staffs, and by the efforts 
of the county nurse, who has borne the burden of yinsh 
-of this program. .

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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 
To the Joint Committee of Foxcroft Academy: 

I - hereby submit my tenth annual report as Prin- 
cipal of Foxcroft Academy. 

-To have served a ten year period as principal of 
one of Maine’s old academies, pioneers in the field of 
secondary education, has indeed been a great honor and’ 
a very rich experience. Such has been my good fortune: 
as. the end of the school year 1938-39 approaches. 

NEED OF IMPROVED CURRICULUM | 

_ As one scans the record of the school in its early 
years, one notes the fact that there was the expressed 
hope not only to put within easy reach of the youth of 
this section of the State those studies of a nature pre-- 
paratory to advanced study in the colleges but as well 
studies to give training in the practical arts. With the: 
passage of time the studies at Foxcroft Academy be-. 
came dominated by those necessary for college prepar-. 
ation, as was true in many schools founded with similar- 
purposes. At times, attempts have been made to build. 
some practical arts courses into the curriculum, but 
these have given way to the predominating type of 
academic work. The purpose of the school has seemed. 
to be to prepare for college entrance those few pupils 
who wished to attend college and to provide cultural and 
disciplinary training for such other pupils as could 
master this type of work. For the last three decades 
commercial and business courses have gradually made 
a..place for themselves in most secondary schools. 
Today we have a two year business curriculum and a. 
standard college preparatory curriculum. The great. 
need of our school is to develop a more satisfactory cur- 
riculum for the great bulk of our pupils not served by 
either of the above. This curriculum must include such 
instruction as will make for efficient citizenship in a 
democracy and will form the foundation for and lead 
to success in vocational life. Within these broad limits 
our community must find that type of offering which 
will best meet the needs of its boys and girls and 
which ‘is within its'means financially. Here is a task 
calling for real leadership and community cooperation.

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those who find themselves confronted with such prob- 
lems. Foxcroft Academy has been chosen as one of a 
few schools to take part this year in the final phase 
of the Cooperative Study of Secondary School Stand- 
ards, a nationwide survey of secondary schools. On 
March 13, 14, 15 a committee of prominent Maine edu- 
cators headed by two field workers of the study, Dr. R. 
D. Matthews of the University of Pennsylvania and Dr. 
E. C. Johnston of the University of Michigan, will visit 
Foxcroft Academy to complete the study of this school.: 
To date the Joint Committee and Faculty have made a 
study of and agreed upon the objectives of Foxcroft 
Academy. In the light of these objectives, Foxcroft 
Academy will be evaluated with respect to its Educa- 
tional Program, School Staff, School Plant, and School 
Administration. As a result ‘of such a study, a founda- 
tion is possible upon which to plan the betterment. of. 
‘the school. | 


SUCCESS OF THE SCHOOL 


Evidence has come to the school indicating that it 
is giving excellent preparation for college entrance. 
‘Of the few pupils who have been able to continue with 
college work this year reports have been satisfactory. 
Similarly the commercial graduates are meeting a high 
standard of performance. Some pupils earnestly de- 
sirous of going to college or of completing our com- 
mercial work may require an additional year. This is 
particularly true when the pupil does not secure a good 
start in the first year of Academy work. The school is 
anxious to cooperate to the limit of its ability with the 
‘pupil and his parents in obtaining the greatest value 
‘possible from his course here. 

THE BUILDING 


The trustees of the Academy, through a special. 
committee composed of Mr. Everett Downs, Mrs. Sarah 
Forbes, Mr. Thompson Guernsey, made extensive alter- 
ations in the building during the summer vacation re- 
sulting in improved corridor conditions, the enlarge- 
ment of the two laboratory classrooms on the - first. 
floor, the provision of an additional. classroom of good 
size and the separate. housing. of. the school library on 
the second floor. These changes have greatly facilitated 
the work of carrying on this year compared to last 
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when, it. will be recalled, we were unable to accom- 
modate the entire student body for the full school day. 
This carried out part of a large plan to add a wing to 
the building to completely meet the needs of the 
school. Part of this need has been met this year by the 


kindness of the town authorities in making Central Hall 


available to the school for assemblies. The cost of this. 
new work has been paid for out of the endowment funds: 
at a cost exceeding twenty-five hundred dollars. This 
together with the payment for the new boiler installed 
two years ago has called heavily upon the Academy’s 
limited reserve funds. -Addition of fifty new student 


desks to the school equipment was part of the program.

Of the total enrollment of 129 boys about three 
fourths are being served by the English or General 
Curriculum. Last year five out of 26 boy graduates re- 
ceived the college diploma and none of the boys received 


the commercial diploma in contrast to the 10 girls who. 
did. This year two boys will graduate in the college. 
curriculum, none will graduate in the commercial cur-- 


riculum out of the total of 26 boys who will graduate. 
FINANCES 
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In general, the table gives a concise picture of the 
finances at Foxcroft Academy during the past decade. 
Since some of the endowment funds have been spent 
outside the regular budget, this table does not give a 
true picture of the full extent to which they have been 
used. In the year 1934-35, the maintenance expense 
has been shown in two amounts. The $5,437.72 repre- 
sents the expenditure of insurance money to repair 
damage to the building by fire and is not considered as 
an ordinary expenditure. Again in 1938-39 the main- 
tenance item has been shown in two amounts; the 
$2,586.97 was the amount used from the endowment to 
finance the new construction in the building which has 
been previously referred to in this report.

HEALTH EDUCATION with special attention to 
the health needs of the school child and those persons 
who are contacts or suspects of tuberculosis, active or 
arrested cases of pulmonary tuberculosis as well as 
other types with assistance as far as possible in the 
various projects for health protection and prevention 
of disease has been our primary objective this year. 
| All calls for prenatal, preschool, or postpartum care 
have been referred to the State Nurses. Many social 
welfare calls have been referred to the full time county 
social worker although it has been necessary for our 
service to carry such cases as involved medical service 
as well as social. 

In February considerable medical social service was 
rendered to a patient who was suspicious of pulmonary 
tuberculosis. During this month three patients were 
taken to Central Maine Sanatorium at Fairfield for 
X-ray and clinical examination. During these weeks it 
was also possible to give some time in assisting the 
school physician in making physical examinations upon 
the school children, the examination having been de- 
layed by epidemics in other towns. 

In March three more patients were taken to Fair- 
field for X-ray and clinical examination for evidence of 
tuberculosis. These were suspicious cases and referred 
by the family physician. School examinations were 
completed in this month. , 

In May cooperating with the District Health Officer 
and the State Nurses an all-day clinic was held at Legion 
Home for the purpose of immunizing children against 
diphtheria. 234 school children received Toxoid at this 
time. Local physicians gave time and service to this 
project for which we are very appreciative. 

In June the records of school children were search- 
ed and a list of all children who showed need of tonsil 
operations was made up and sent to the Percolator Club 
for its consideration for operative clinic later on in the 
summer. — need 

In June and July after the close of schools many 
home visits were made to tuberculosis cases and crippled 
children. One new case of tuberculosis was admitted 
to the records. SET 0 
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In August, three patients. were taken to Central 
Maine Sanatorium for X-ray and clinical examination of 
chest... Hore visits were made to children with whoop- 
ing cough and glasses were obtained for one child. . One 
afternoon was given to the Summer Round-up conducted 
for pre-school children by the Parent Teachers Asso- 
ciation. These were children that were to enter school 
in September. One day was given to the Centennial 
held under the auspices of the Farm Bureau. Seven 
patients received first aid during the day. One day was 
given to the Piscataquis Valley Fair Association at the 
annual fair. A few first aid cases were taken care of 
that day. 

In September, it was possible to accompany a child 
from Dover-Foxcroft to the Crippled Children’s Clinic 
held in Bangor. | 

On October, Dr. Ruth Thomas, school physician be- 
gan the physical examinations in the grade and rural 
schools. These were extended into the month of. No- 
vember. 

_. I was able to assist at these examinations and dis- 
cuss the health problems of these children with the doc- 
tor. Statistical records were kept and from these no- 
tices to parents of defects found and reports to superin- 
tendent, room teachers and school physician were 
made. I am pleased to report that the school physical 
examination (physician’s) is complete for this school 
year, 1988-1939 and the following statistics may be of 
interest.
